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Searchlight is making ambitious plans for the next couple of years. So far this 
year our work on football violence and our three-part investigation on the secret 
world of South Africa’s white supremacists, which finishes this month, have 
earned worldwide praise. Before the end of the year we shall feature another big 
international exposé of nazi activities. We also look forward to setting up a 
Worldwide Web site during the next few months. 

This is the year that the nazis thought they would put Searchlight out of busi- 
ness with a series of libel writs aimed at the magazine, its editor, writers and dis- 
tributors. Some interesting backers have been found pulling strings behind the 
scenes in the campaign to silence us. But far from being silenced Searchlight has 
gained strength. Its enlarged younger team is rapidly building upon Searchlight’s 
reputation of being the key investigators and exposers of the far right. 

The arrest and conviction in Germany of the American nazi Gary Lauck, lead- 
er of the small but vicious NSDAP(AO), as we went to press is at least partly the 
result of international cooperation by anti-fascists in Europe and North America 
to monitor and investigate his activities. Lauck’s international terror plans were 
exposed nearly three years ago when Searchlight gave evidence to the House of 
Commons Home Affairs Committee. We revealed how he was transmitting hate 
material and bomb manuals to neo-nazis in Europe over the Internet and on 
computer discs. Before that, we exposed Lauck’s illegal visits to Germany in 
Michael Schmidt’s film The truth sets you free. He will now have four years to sit 
in his cell and ponder on whether it was wise to unleash the murderous bombing 
campaigns in Austria and elsewhere, carried out by his supporters. 

In Britain the British National Party is on its knees, a growing number of 
Combat 18 supporters are awaiting trial and the police are acting against the 
purveyors of hate material. But we must beware of a false sense of security. The 
fact that the Hess memorial demonstrations in Germany and Sweden were 
stronger this year, despite bans, indicates a high level of organisation and dedica- 
tion among Europe’s nazis. 

Searchlight wishes to thank readers who have responded with offers of help in 
the run-up to the general election and those who have provided valuable infor- 
mation on the two men taking action against us, Al Baron and Mark Taha. We 
would still like more information on Baron’s activities as a member of the British 
Movement in Yorkshire in the early 1980s and Taha’s attendance at BNP rallies. 

This autumn will prove to be a very busy time for anti-fascists with an impend- 
ing general election, the 100th anniversary of Mosley’s birth and the 60th 
anniversary of the Battle of Cable Street. Searchlight will be holding two 
community-based rallies to commemorate Kristallnacht with international 
speakers and another regional meeting to promote our community responses 
handbook, When hate comes to town. We hope readers will take these opportuni- 
ties to meet members of the team and hear some news of our international work.

Part three of Searchlight’s investigation into the white 
supremacist plot to destroy South African democracy 


Over the past two months Searchlight has exposed the ultra right- 
wing plot to send European mercenaries to South Africa to destabilise 
the newly elected government and pressurise it into agreeing to a 
white homeland. In this issue Searchlight focuses on two of the sup- 
porters of apartheid who have made their way to Britain, one of 
whom played a sinister role in linking up international pro-apartheid 
nazis and creating the “hit list” on which the late Chris Hani’s name 
appeared. Searchlight asks why is he here? 

The second man has spent years travelling the world attempting to 
destabilise and subvert the international anti-apartheid movement on 
behalf of South African intelligence, targeting Britain in particular. 

Alongside the profiles of these two pro-apartheid operators we sum- 
marise the historic links between the British and South African far right. 


From student spy to 
London journalist 


n advocate of terrorism has recently 
Af in London and is working 

only yards away from one of the cap- 
ital’s most important police stations. Arthur 
Kemp, a South African extremist, the man 
who argued that “the only realistic chance to 
force [the government] to agree to a white 
homeland is under massive pressure achieved 
by the use of force” is operating from central 
London seemingly without fear of official- 
dom across the road. Far from remaining 
anonymous, Kemp is attempting to tie him- 
self into the international neo-nazi movement. 
Searchlight can expose how some of those 
who played key roles in perpetuating terror 
and violence on behalf of the apartheid 
regime are still actively fighting for white 
rule often far from South Africa’s shores. 

Since the election of the Mandela govern- 
ment in April 1994, many white South 
Africans have fled abroad, including several 
active right-wingers who performed many 
tasks in undermining the anti-apartheid 
movement on behalf of the racist regime. 
Some have dropped out of activity hoping to 
see out their days in peace, but many others 
are simply regrouping for what they believe 
will be the inevitable civil war. 

As Searchlight was putting the finishing 
touches to the first part of our investigative 
report on mercenary activities in South 
Africa, we received some correspondence 
from a South African colleague who notified 
us that a number of right-wingers were mak- 
ing their way to Europe. 

One such man who arrived in Britain was 
Arthur Kemp, a South African extremist who 
came to prominence when he was arrested for 
his alleged involvement in the murder of 
Chris Hani in 1993. Hani, the general secre- 


tary of the South African Communist Party, 
was murdered outside his home by Janus 
Walus, a Polish immigrant and member of the 
nazi terrorist AWB. 

Walus was arrested almost immediately and 
this was soon followed by Clive Derby- 
Lewis, deputy leader of the South African 
Conservative Party and President of the 
Western Goals Initiative, an international 
right-wing collective which brought together 
European nazis, Central American death 


squad leaders and British Tory MPs.

It was during the subsequent search of 
Walus’s flat that police discovered a list con- 
taining names of prominent anti-apartheid 
leaders, liberal journalists and even Judge 
Richard Goldstone, who at the time was 
heading the enquiry into political violence in 
South Africa. It was Derby-Lewis, during his 
interrogation, who revealed that Arthur Kemp 
was the author of the list. The police were left 
in no doubt that this was an assassination list. 
This view was reinforced when sometime 
later a Hungarian right-wing immigrant tried 
to kill Joe Slovo, another man listed by 
Kemp. 

Despite being named as the author of the 
list and suspected of organising the surveil- 
lance of Hani in the weeks leading up to his 
killing, Kemp was never to face the inside of 
a courtroom. Kemp indeed admitted to writ- 
ing the list but claimed that he was simply 
assisting Derby-Lewis’s wife, Gaye, another 
suspect in the case, in her work as a journal- 
ist. For her part, Gaye testified at her trial that 
she had misfiled a list given to her by Kemp, 
with Walus accidentally taking it away after 
visiting her husband a couple of weeks before 
killing the SACP leader. Gaye was freed, and 
her husband and Walus were sentenced to 
death, but because of the moratorium on the 
death penalty, this was commuted to life 
imprisonment. 

Suspicion over the failure to charge Kemp 
has again led to allegations that he had links 
with the South African security services, in 
particular, to military intelligence, the DMI. 
This sinister organisation became the most 
prominent security service in South Africa 
after a series of revelations exposed BOSS, 
the South African Security Service, for its 
illegal operations and assassinations across

Racists, nazis 
and spies 
The UK SA link 


The links between Britain and southern 
Africa do not rest alone on Britain’s former 
imperial role. While the military subjuga- 
tion of southern Africa’s indigenous peoples 
and enforced economic control are well 
recorded, the more shadowy and sinister 
links between Britain, South Africa and the 
former Rhodesia have only emerged in frag- 
mented fashion over the past 30 years. 

It was logical that fascist and racist organ- 
isations abroad would look to the state that 
had made racial apartheid its guiding policy 
for comfort, succour and support. South 
Africa was to be a beacon of racial national- 
ist light and in more practical terms the 
financial milch cow and bolt hole for nazis 
wishing to hone their skills as killers, mer- 
cenaries and international terrorists for the 
National Party regime. 

It would take several books to do these 
connections full justice, but Searchlight is 
able to provide a rough guide for readers 
new to this area of international racist and 
nazi inter-connections. 


The 1940s 


Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of the fascist 
Union Movement, sends emissaries and

apartheid, such as Oswald Pirow and John 
Vorster. Both men had been detained for 
pro-Nazi sympathies during the war. 

Mosley himself is politically very close 
to Pirow. One of his key emissaries 
is Derek Alexander, later to become Della 
Alexander, one of the founders of the 
League of St George. One of Mosley’s 
main helpers in South Africa is Ivor 
Benson, a mainstream journalist who 
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the world. It is widely believed that Kemp 
and many of his close associates were deeply 
involved in the apartheid regime’s propagan- 
da operations throughout the 1980s. 

Kemp was born in Rhodesia and according 
to German sources is often described by neo- 
nazi journals there as a German South 
African. This view of his family background 
is thought to stem from some Third Reich 
connections on his mother’s side of the 
family. 

After the family moved to South Africa, 
Kemp began university at Cape Town when 
he was just 16 years old, due to a peculiarity 
of the South African education system. His 
political career started when he was elected, 
unopposed, as a “joke candidate” to the 
University Student Representative Council, 
although a short while later he joined the now 
defunct New Republic Party. By 1983 Kemp 
had become chairman of the Conservative 
Students’ Alliance and a leading activist in 
the Moderate Student Movement. 

The MSM was supposedly an organisation 
that strove for “peaceful evolutionary change 
in South Africa”. It was part of the nation- 
wide National Student Federation, run by 
Russel Crystal, who coordinated the MSM 
and other such bodies at the universities of 
Witwatersrand and Natal. Crystal tried to 
position his organisation between the 
apartheid state and the anti-racist National 
Union of South African Students. 

In reality the NSF had no such indepen- 
dence. It was the creation of South African 
intelligence, which perceived it as a useful 
tool from which it could organise on campus 
and push its own pro-apartheid propaganda. 
Central to the NSF’s and MSM’s campaigns 
were portraying a future ANC government as 
a stooge of the Soviet Union, attacking the 
concept of student unionism, and campaign- 
ing against terrorist actions, of course only 
those carried out by the ANC. Kemp, as a key 
organiser for the MSM, would have been a 
key player in the intelligence game. 

In 1985 the NSF held an international con- 
ference in cooperation with the South African 
Defence Forces at the headquarters of the 
Angola rebel group, UNITA. Among the del- 
egates were the Nicaraguan Contras, the 
Afghan Mudjahedin, the World Anti- 
Communist League (WACL) and _ the 
Federation of Conservative Students from 
Britain. At a later “Youth For Freedom” con- 
ference organised by the NSF, the former 
South African President, P W Botha, sent a 
message of support praising the NSF for 
“combat[ing] pacifism, radicalism and 
terrorisms”’. 

The wheels finally began to fall off the 
NSF bandwagon when its secret state links 
began to be revealed. As well as the DMI 
funding of the NSF, its publications were 
financed by the discredited BOSS. A few 
years later the NSF found itself involved in a 
serious controversy when an Inkatha Youth 
Brigade statement that the NSF had undertak- 
en to release to the press was issued from the 
fax number of the South African Police 
Security Branch headquarters in 
Pietermaritzburg. 

Crystal went on to perform an even bigger 
role for his intelligence masters. In 1985 he 
believed that he could widen his student oper- 
ation into a worldwide association of like-

minded right- 
wing _conserva- 
tives. Lacking the 
funds to launch 
such an organisa- 
tion, Crystal 
approached __ the 
ruling National Party, which in turn placed 
him in contact with the DMI. The outcome 
was the International Freedom Foundation, 
with half its funding coming from the 
DMI and the rest from other government 
departments. 

Operating out of Washington, Johannes- 
burg and London, the IFF united the 
Republican right in the USA, WACL and sev- 
eral right-wing British Conservative MPs. 
While it highlighted what it perceived as the 
communist threat across the world, the IFF 
was particularly keen to gather support to 
break the sanctions and sports boycott against 
South Africa. Behind the IFF was “Operation 
Thunderstorm”, a South African military 
intelligence campaign to counter the growing 
anti-apartheid feelings in the West. 

Another part of this operation was 
Victims Against Terrorism, an organisation 
established to portray the ANC as ruthless, 
violent terrorists in the eyes of an 
increasingly sympathetic world. Kemp was 
one of its organisers and in 1986 was seen 
leading a demonstration against the anti- 
apartheid church leader, Desmond Tutu. One 
speaker at a VAT rally was Don McAlvany, 
an American and contributing editor to The 
New American, journal of the racist John 
Birch Society. He called, to wild cheers from 
the crowd, for Tutu to be silenced “by any 
means possible”. 

Kemp left university in 1985 and joined the 
South African Security Police with the rank 
of sergeant. He quickly earned a reputation as 
an efficient and committed supporter of the 
apartheid regime, covering up at least one 
racist murder by fellow officers. He left the

police claiming that he could not survive on 
his salary, but in the eyes of some observers 
continued to be an asset of South African 
intelligence. 

Kemp became a journalist, first for the 
right-wing English language newspaper The 
Citizen, and then for the Conservative Party 
organ, Die Patriot (The Patriot), for which he 
became deputy editor. 

The suspicions about Kemp’s intelligence 
links refused to die, even among many col- 
leagues within the Conservative Party. These 
were heightened when, in 1993, he secured a 
job as the South Africa expert with an inter- 
national risk analysis company. This job was 
obtained through a former journalist with 
Frontline News, an anti-communist media 
operation that reported from trouble spots 
throughout the 1980s. 

Frontline News started life as a product of 


Rhodesian intelligence, but after the collapse 
of the Smith regime, the underused propagan- 
da tool was recruited by the South Africans. 
While rubbing shoulders with WACL, 
Frontline News also posed as a supporter of 
democracy for South Africa, enabling it to 
make contact with a number of anti-apartheid 
and anti-racist organisations in Europe. 

While Kemp has had extensive direct and 
indirect links with South African intelligence, 
he has also become one of the most important 
links between the Conservative right in South 
Africa and the international neo-nazi move- 
ment. In South Africa, Kemp was connected 
to the Afrikaner National Socialist Movement 
and wrote a highly sympathetic book on the 
AWB. 

His name also appeared on the contact list 
for the World Apartheid Movement led by 
Koos Vermeulen, and which also involved 
Robert van Tonder (see Searchlight, August 
1996). The WAM list spanned the internation- 
al neo-nazi movement, from the German ter- 
rorist Manfred Roeder to Fabio Miriello; 
from the Church of the Creator to the 
German-based International White Power 
Network. 

Through his work as secretary to the South 
African Conservative Party leader Andries 
Treurnicht, Kemp was able to make several 
important journeys to Europe, either accom- 
panying his boss or alone. One such visit was 
to Coburg, Germany, where in 1992 he spoke 
at a seminar on South Africa. The conference, 
organised by two right-wing groups, the 
Committee to Support South Africa and the 
German-African Society, provided Kemp 
with a platform from which he challenged the 
path to democracy in his country, advocating 
terrorism as a legitimate tool in the right-wing 
armoury. 

Writing regularly in the German nazi publi- 
cation, Nation und Europa, Kemp expanded 
on these thoughts, saying: “If it is not possi- 
ble to prevent South Africa from being taken 
over by the ANC by legal means, there are 
only two ways to create a homeland, either by 
force or by negotiations. Probably a mixture 
of both will prove to be right.” 

In the same article he concluded that the 
only way they could achieve a white home- 
land was through “massive pressure achieved 
by the use of force’. In a chilling threat to the 
peace process, Kemp claimed that “the white 
Afrikaners have the power and the commit- 
ment to create a state of chaos in South 
Africa”. 

Kemp was not talking about a campaign of 
mass civil disobedience, he was arguing for a 
terrorist campaign, something which he sug- 
gested that the South African right had been 
preparing for some time. In a newspaper arti- 
cle in 1991 Kemp claimed that small under- 
ground groups would unleash bombings and 
shootings, trying to create political chaos, 
“just a few hundred whites working under- 
ground could cause enormous damage. They 
are just waiting.” With his connections and 
political theory, perhaps a more accurate 
statement would have bee “We are just 
waiting”. 

Kemp’s links with the international neo- 
nazi movement and suspicions over his 
involvement in the Hani murder seem to have 
done little to diminish his right-wing contacts 
in South Africa. One such connection is with

was later fired for his anti-Jewish activities. 


The 1950-60s 


The League of Empire Loyalists and the 
Crown Commonwealth League of Rights 
are both active in southern Africa. Both are 
actively pro-apartheid and very anti-Jewish. 

In 1967 the National Front is launched in 
Britain and its first chairman, A K 
Chesterton, brings his League of Empire 
Loyalists into the new party. But he retains 
his groups both in Rhodesia, after the illegal 
declaration of independence (UDI) by Ian 
Smith, and in South Africa, where he organ- 
ises sanction busting on behalf of the 
Rhodesian racist regime. The Huggett fami- 
ly (see last month’s Searchlight) are 
employed by Chesterton. 

Benson moves north to Rhodesia to 
become a leading light in the illegal regime. 
Dozens of British fascists are recruited to 
serve as illegal mercenaries for Smith. 

The Conservative fringe group, the 
Monday Club, and the Anglo-Rhodesia 
Society cooperate with the NF over the 
issue of UDI. 

Britain becomes a battleground for agents 
working for Smith and the South Africans. 
Harold Wilson’s Cabinet Office is infiltrat- 
ed. Rhodesian agents murder one of their 
own operatives who has turned against them 
in London, and another agent is killed by 
British intelligence after they and Special 
Branch monitor his activities. The agent, 
Geoff Dominy, had been a close associate of 
the Hancock family, the notorious nazi 
printers in Sussex. He had come to Britain 
with lists of people sympathetic to the 
Rhodesian regime. Some were politically on 
the far right, while others had family and 
business interests in the country. After his 
death, code books, radio equipment and 
false documents are revealed at his home. 

Peter Hain, the MP who was then an anti- 
apartheid activist exiled from South Africa, 
is framed for a bank robbery. Substantial 
sums of money are channelled into the NF 
to organise events in support of Rhodesia 
and South Africa and encourage nazi thugs 
to assault people opposed to apartheid. 


The 1970s 


Alan Harvey, a member of the National 
Front, and John Ormowe form the White 
Rhino Club to organise mercenaries for 
southern Africa and to provide a meeting 
point for those who had returned to this 
country. Ormowe, a school teacher turned 
broadcaster for Smith’s regime, had been 
expelled from ,Rhodesia for broadcasting 
anti-Jewish statements. 

Harvey’s publication, The South African 
Patriot, is associated with many far-right 
groups and one of his close associates is 
revealed to have strong links with British 
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Racists nazis and spies 


intelligence activities in Northern Ireland 
and South Africa. 

These far-right connections with British 
intelligence, Ulster and South Africa have 
continued into the 1990s. 

Men such as Charlie Simpson, a close 
associate of the leading British nazi and 
Ulster Loyalist, Steven Brady, appear to 
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have worked for the British in Northern 
Ireland, then for both the Rhodesian 
Intelligence Service and MI6 in parallel, 
and later for MI6 and South African intelli- 
gence. When he returned to London his 
operational work was far from over. 


The 1980s 


The role of Bertil Wedin, a Swede, is par- 
tially exposed after he is cleared in an Old 
Bailey trial in 1983. Although he was not 
convicted, it was clear from the evidence 
that he had been involved with two other 
men, sentenced in an earlier trial for carry- 
ing out actions against the ANC and anti- 
apartheid organisations in Britain. Not in 
the dock was a South African embassy offi- 
cial, who was later expelled. 

Wedin’s name has been strongly linked to 
the killing of Ruth First, a leading ANC 
member and wife of Joe Slovo, in Maputo, 
Mozambique. Since then he has worked for 
the Turkish regime in Northern Cyprus as

Chris de Jager, the right-wing member of the 
Truth Commission, which was set up to forge 
reconciliation between opposing forces. 
Watchers of the far right in South Africa 
believe that South African right-wing terror- 
ists looking for pastures new abroad have 
benefited by the lawyer’s advice on how to 
prepare the necessary paperwork to get them 
out of the country. It comes as no surprise 
that the Commission is under so much fire for 
failing to bring some of apartheid’s most ruth- 
less killers and organisers to justice, with men 
like de Jager in its ranks. 

Kemp got to know de Jager while he was 
working for the Conservative Party and they 
became close friends. The two have been 
instrumental in preparing applications for the 
release of many right-wing killers now in jail, 
including Derby Lewis and Walus. 

Kemp has arrived in London with no plans 
to give up the fight for a white South Africa. 
While he is in the process of moving his wife, 









Old Bailey trials 





reveal South African spy ring 


Monday Club and the Tory Party, an 
investigation which led to the 
resignation and expulsion of a number 
of leading racists and fascists from the 
Club and Party. 

Mr Wedin had lunch one day in the 


On 11 April a 42 year-old Swedish 
journalist Bertil Wedin was cleared at 
the Old Bailey of being involved in 
break-ins at various anti-apartheid 
organisation offices in London. 
Although he stood in the dock alone it 
was clear from the evidence that he 
had been involved with another man, 
Peter Caselton, now serving four years 
in prison after being sentenced in 
London earlier this year. Caselton anda 
professional burglar, Edward Aspinal 
who got an 18 month sentence in the 
same case, were conspirators in a plot 
involving the gathering of information 
for the South African government spy 
systems both in Europe and the black 
African states. 

Wedin, it was alleged, had been hired 
by the South Africans to help them 
gather information. The prosecution 
said that Wedin had supplied drawings 
of the target offices in London to 
Caselton who passed them to Aspinal. 
The South African Embassy in London 
was involved in the deal up to its neck 
through Warrant Officer Joseph Klue, 
an Embassy official who was later 





expelled from Britain. 

Wedin’s defence was that he was 
only doing his job as a political writer. 
He claimed that he had only done the 
work for a fairly short period of time 
and that he had been fooled by a front 
company who had hired him. The 
prosecution suggested that Wedin was 
paid £1,000 per month for his work. 

Wedin has a British wife and has 
lived in Tonbridge in Kent for some 
years. He was described as a former 
Swedish army officer. 

Searchlight has an altogether different 
view of Mr Wedin. We first came 
across him ten long years ago when 
one of our reporters was investigating 
the fascist and nazi infiltration of the 
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early seventies with our reporter, 
whom he took to be a right-wing 
activist. Wedin boasted about his 
international connections with pro- 
South African groups and several 
leading right-wing Tory MPs in the 
country. He also spoke about sleepers 
inside the Labour Party but was vague 
about who they were answerable to. 
He intimated that he worked in 
Sweden for a body which was very well 
funded and monitored the Trade Union 
and Socialist movement there. They 
had massive files on all the people they 
were keeping an eye on. His time in 
London appeared to be taken up by 
junches with Tory MPs at their clubs 
and meetings with South African front 
organisations and their officers. 

Our reporter remembers him for his 
well-heeled appearance and his cold 
steel blue eyes that bore right through 
you. Like the perfect gentleman he left 
us his card. 

Anti-apartheid groups are still asking 
questions about the reasons for the 
conspirators’ business trips to black 
African states including Mozambique. 








Searchlight’s exposure of Bertil Wedin’s role in May 1983 
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Loretta, and their two children to London, he 
remains in regular contact with his political 
friends back home. He has obtained a job 
with the American media company, Paul 
Kagan World Media Ltd, based in Fulham, 
west London, and has been using much of his 
spare time forging links with the American 
nazi music scene, in the hope of bringing pro- 
fessionalism to the European end of the mar- 
ket. He is by all accounts ready to use a huge 
offshore fund to finance the operation. 

When South African researchers 
approached Searchlight about the arrival in 
Europe of several right-wingers, they also 
expressed the concern being voiced in some 
government quarters that the old right-wing 
and intelligence network may have spirited 
funds out of the country to secret tax-free 
accounts in Europe. Whether Kemp is con- 
trolling any of these funds remains to be seen, 
but he is offering Resistance Records, the US 
nazi music production company, considerable 
funds to take over its European operations, 
believing that it can bring him and his right- 
wing dream a considerable return. 

The recent departure of Milton Kleim from 
the US nazi music scene may have put 
Kemp’s plans in jeopardy as Kleim is now 
busy blowing the whistle on his old comrades 
and their plans to strengthen their internation- 
al empire (see Searchlight, August 1996). 

While Kemp uses Britain as his new base, 
many families are still awaiting justice in 
South Africa for the crimes committed by the 
South African security forces and the right 
wing. The British government, who fell over 
themselves to welcome Nelson Mandela to 
London in July, could actually do something 
positive by throwing Kemp out of the 
country.

Anti ANC spymaster still at large 


As Searchlight began investigating 
A the South African mercenary plot our 

office was approached by a journalist 
wishing to enlist our help with making a pro- 
gramme on the far right in Europe. Despite 
his regular and insistent demands to meet 
members of the Searchlight team, we kept 
him at arms length, a policy that proved more 
than wise. 

Cliff Saunders is far more than a television 
journalist. Although he spent several years in 
London as South African Broadcasting’s 
London correspondent, this was merely a 
convenient cover. Saunders, now in his late 
forties, is a senior officer of South African 
Military Intelligence, the DMI, and during the 
1980s was responsible for organising much of 
the infiltration and destabilisation of the ANC 
and its supporters. 

According to Michael Opperakalski, editor 
of the German research magazine, Top Secret, 
Saunders’s role was to establish front organi- 
sations by means of which South African 
intelligence could penetrate the European 
anti-apartheid movement and ANC networks. 
While London has always been the centre of 
his operations, Saunders has also been active 
monitoring anti-apartheid movements in 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Sweden. On 
the surface he has used his position as 
SABC’s London correspondent to meet and 
interview leading ANC and anti-apartheid 
figures, but privately he has been involved in 
far more sinister and covert activities. 

None of his operations were more effective 
than Newscope Ltd, through which South 
African intelligence was able to penetrate the 
ANC to its very highest levels. Established in 
1987 and using the Ghana dissident leader, 
Major Koko Boakya Djan, as its director, 
Newscope pretended to produce literature 
about the problems of Africa, while in reality 
it was establishing contacts that would lead it 
to high ranking ANC officials. 

The operation really took off when Solly 
Smith, the ANC head in London, became 
involved to the extent that he was later given 
a 10 per cent stake in the company. Smith 
became a director of Newscope in February 
1988, although his motivation is unclear. 
Whether it was purely a financial arrange- 
ment or whether Saunders and Djan exploited 
a naive Smith, known to have a minor drink 
. problem, is uncertain. However, it is now pri- 
vately admitted by the ANC and former anti- 
apartheid activists that Smith was the source 
of several high level leaks of information. 
While the political wing of the ANC played 
down Smith’s role, the security wing rapidly 
brought him in for interrogation. But before 
this was completed Smith was killed by a Gha- 
nian assassin acting on behalf of the DMI. 

Through Smith, Newscope was able to 
establish a working relationship with a very 
senior ANC officer. It led to Newscope being 
able to obtain many highly sensitive internal 
ANC documents. Although it has not been 
conclusively proved that the ANC officer was 
knowingly passing information on to South 
African intelligence, he may have been duped 
into releasing documents and other sensitive 
information. He has, to this day, refused to 
answer any questions over the matter. 
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Solly Smith’s appointment as director 
of Newscope (Publishing) Ltd in 1988 


Another leading activist whom Solly Smith 
tried to entice into the Newscope net was Joe 
Slovo. This attempted operation got nowhere. 
Slovo, having been the target for murder 
attempts and having lost his own wife, Ruth 
First, at the hands of South African killer 
squads and their agents, was far too wise to 
be entrapped. 

While Djan was the front man for 
Newscope, Saunders was the true boss. 
Operating under the name Dr Daryl Phillip- 
son, a financial consultant from Geneva, 
Saunders not only controlled 50 per cent of 
the Newscope shares but also bankrolled the 
operation. It was he who underwrote the 
Newscope account by £200,000 and supplied 
Djan with a £2,000 a month overdraft facility. 

Saunders’s work in London was not con- 
fined to gathering information on the ANC. 
He also participated in many acts of aggres- 
sion against the anti-apartheid cause. 
Opperakalski told Searchlight that while 
Saunders never took part himself, because of 
his knowledge of London and the target 
organisations he was in a position to supply 
logistical and intelligence backup to those 
brought in to carry out the operations. 

At the same time that Saunders was run- 
ning the Newscope operation, South African 
intelligence was initiating a parallel plot. 
Their paths were to cross in London. A fellow 
DMI officer, Craig Williamson, had estab- 
lished another front organisation, Long 
Reach, in 1985 as part of a plan to destabilise 
the Seychelles opposition movement. While 
the Seychelles government was supposedly 
Marxist, it had a close relationship with the 
Pretoria regime, to the extent that the South 
Africans hoped to use their offshore neigh- 
bours to break the worldwide oil embargo. 

The two operations came together when 
Newscope learnt, possibly from Smith, that 
the ANC leadership was planning to hold a 
secret meeting in a London hotel. The DMI 
determined to kill many of those attending, 
including the ANC leaders Oliver Tambo, 
Thabo Mbeki and Joe Slovo, while laying a 
trail to the feet of the Seychelles dissidents.

well as, it is generally believed, the Syrian 
government. 

Graham Gilmore returns to Britain after 
serving in murderous “Special Forces 
Squads” for the Rhodesians and later the 
South Africans in their aggressive incur- 
sions into Mozambique and Angola. In 
Britain he becomes keenly involved in the 
training of Nick Griffin’s and Patrick 
Harrington’s Political Soldiers. 


The 1990s 


This decade has seen renewed links 
between groups such as Western Goals and 
the Monday Club in Britain and officers of 
the South African Conservative Party, such 
as the plotter of Chris Hani’s assassination, 
Clive Derby-Lewis. Meetings held at the 
Palace of Westminster for him and _ his 
fanatically anti-Jewish wife, Gaye, are 
attended by members of the House of 
Commons and the Lords as well as the 
Holocaust denier David Irving and members 
of the NF, British National Party and other 
nazi and fascist groups. 

Throughout the 1990s the BNP has been 
the first port of call for dozens of overseas 
nazis including some on the run from South 
Africa for murder. 

The August 1996 issue of Spearhead, the 
magazine owned by BNP boss John Tyndall, 
includes a two-page article by Nick Griffin 
in support of the South African terrorist 
William Ratte. At the same time the South 
African fascist party, the HNP, was calling 
for support for Ratte over the Internet. 


Two Norwegian mercenaries, posing as 
Frank and John Larsen, recruited the dissident 
leaders into a plot to organise a coup in the 
Seychelles. However, the two Norwegians 
were working for the DMI and in fact were 
plotting the kidnap and murder of the ANC 
leadership, while ensuring that the dissidents 
would take the blame. To ensure a limited 
investigation, the South Africans also planned 
to tie British intelligence to the conspiracy. 

The plan collapsed in the summer of 1987 
when “Frank Larsen” was arrested in a public 
toilet in what appears to have been a British 
intelligence set up. The conspirators were 
rounded up and a South African military 
attaché was expelled from the UK. However, 
after consultations with MIS, the Director of 
Public Prosecutions dropped all the charges. 
The “Larsens” were deported and the other 
defendants freed. The true story of the South 
African involvement was duly hushed up. 

While Saunders was the commanding offi- 
cer for the Newscope operation, the day-to- 
day handling of Djan was left to Etienne 
Fourier, a DMI agent based at the South 
African embassy in London. Fourier was to 
be at the centre of another scandal that was to 
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hit the South Africans in London after South 
African intelligence was implicated in a 
weapons for information deal with members 
of Ulster Resistance, a paramilitary group 
aligned to Ian Paisley’s DUP. 

In exchange for supplying hundreds of 
guns and grenade launchers for the Loyalist 
terrorists, South African intelligence was to 
receive a model of a “Blowpipe” ground-to- 
air missile along with the blueprints, stolen 
from the Shorts factory in Northern Ireland. 
Three members of Ulster Resistance were 
arrested in a Paris hotel together with an 
American arms supplier and Daniel Storm, a 
South African diplomat. Fourier was expelled 
from Britain as a result. 

Although Fourier took the blame for this 
relationship, one source told Searchlight that 
it was Saunders who was in direct contact 
with the Loyalist terrorists. In addition to 
weapons, South African military intelligence 
provided substantial funding for the group, 
which in return trained its members to act as 
mercenaries in South African intelligence 
inspired operations in other parts of Africa. 

One such man was Donald Acheson who, 
after starting his political career as a Loyalist 
terrorist, went on to kill the SWAPO leader, 
Anton Lubowsky, in Namibia. Several former 
members of the Ulster Defence Regiment 
were also used in this way. In one incident 
three former UDR members were killed in 
southern Africa while on an undercover mis- 
sion for the South African army. 

Saunders was the controlling officer of 
another Ghanian exile who was used to estab- 
lish contacts with high ranking ANC leaders, 
Dr Ben Ofusuhene, Dr Ben for short. Dr Ben 
made close contacts with the South African 
exile community in London and, through 
Smith, was introduced to Dr Francis Melli, a 
member of the ANC and South African 
Communist Party leadership. Their relation- 
ship flourished to the extent that Dr Melli 
moved into the agent’s house and through it 
Saunders was able to access highly secret 
internal ANC and SACP documents. 

Suspicions about Dr Ben began to grow in 
1988 when Saunders, acting through Dr Ben, 
offered to finance an ANC journalist, H 
Mzala, who was writing a book about the 
“homelands” in South Africa. During a meet- 
ing between the two men, Dr Ben offered the 
writer £500 a month, a new computer and the 
free use of a house. Mzala reported this to the 
ANC, who directed him to play along with Dr 
Ben to discover his financial backers. 
Unfortunately, due to ill health, Mzala was 
unable to continue with his operation. 

Dr Ben finally came unstuck when he and 
Melli moved back to South Africa and 
planned to share a house together. Melli, who 
had long had a drink problem, was caught in 
an airport terminal with Ben by leading ANC 
officials. Disgusted at his public behaviour, 
the ANC launched an investigation into Melli 
and his relationship with Dr Ben. That night 
Dr Ben, under orders from his superiors, who 
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Joe Slovo, target of numerous assas- 
sination attempts. Below: Politics 
often throws up opposites with 
common interests.

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had become worried because they thought the 
ANC activist would expose their operation, 
invited Melli for a drink. Two days later the 
body of the ANC leader was found in a hotel 
bedroom. 

Saunders, like the DMI generally, suffered 
a severe crisis as apartheid was finally dis- 
mantled. Implicated in some of the worst 
political killings against the ANC and facing 
a halt in their funding, many agents left hop- 
ing to find employment in the many front 
organisations they had established over the 
years. Some have become highly successful 
commercial operations, such as Executive 
Outcomes, which sends mercenaries across 
Africa, not least to Angola where they have 
been used to fight the very people they spent 
years supporting. 

Saunders stayed with the DMI, although he 
worked freelance for a couple of private secu- 
rity firms because of his extensive European 
connections. The DMI for its part has 
remained largely intact. Despite having new 
structures, the actual command structure has 
remained. The DMI’s funding dried up with 
the unbanning of the ANC in 1990, but it was 
eventually kept going by other external bod- 
ies and corporate clients. These donors have 
so far not been identified. Probably more so 
than any other branch of the old South 
African security apparatus, the DMI remains 
the old boy network it always was. 

These wide connections have become very 
useful for Saunders as he searches for new 
employment. In July 1995 he returned to 


London to establish “Newslink International”, 
based at Approach Road, Raynes Park, 
London. By a strange coincidence, Raynes 
Park is where Dr Daryl Phillipson was based. 
It emerges that Saunders set up this company 
with a £40,000 budget, the source of which 
remains a mystery. 

Initially Saunders claimed to be producing 
a programme on the European right, the rea- 
son behind his repeated telephone calls to 
Searchlight. However, it soon emerged that 
Saunders was telling a different story to dif- 
ferent people. To one person Saunders was 
interested in Searchlight’s activities because 
he was “interested in setting up something 
similar in South Africa, something around 
reconciliation perhaps”. 

Some eyebrows might be raised on hearing 
this. Cliff Saunders is closely linked to Chief 
Buthelezi, the Zulu leader, his pipeline being 
General Jack Buchnar, chief of the KwaZulu 
security police. Buchnar was previously a 
colleague of Saunders at the DMI before 
being shifted at the time of the election. 

While working for Military Intelligence 
Buchnar was implicated in Operation 
Thunderstorm, which was responsible for 
arming Inkatha terrorists during the 1980s 
and bringing mercenaries into the country to 
carry out many of the anti-ANC and town- 
ships atrocities. He was also responsible for 
channelling money to Inkatha during this 
period. While Buchnar is no longer employed 
by the DMI, he remains part of the old boy 
network. Perhaps this might explain the sud- 
den arrival of funds for Saunders’s campaign. 

After three months and dozens of telephone 
calls, Saunders gave up trying to meet 
Searchlight and turned his attention to 
Europe. It seems that he has been taking a 
particular interest in anti-fascist movements 
in many countries. Why remains unclear, but 
as Opperakalski told Searchlight: “Saunders 
is a securocrat, he knows nothing else apart 
from being a spy”. 


Searchlight has lifted the lid off the plots 

to destroy South Africa’s hard won 
democracy and expose their pepetrators and 
orchestrators. As has been shown, the agents 
of racist extremism have often cut their teeth 
working for the security agencies of the old 
regime. These people do not intend to retire 
gracefully from a lifetime of doing 
apartheid’s dirty work. 

Arthur Kemp, with his top level interna- 
tional nazi links and intelligence background, 
can only mean trouble, not only for the new 
government in South Africa but for all who 
believe in democracy in Britain. Searchlight 
believes he is here on a mission to continue 
his work hand in glove with a range of sinis- 
ter people, spanning extreme conservatives, 
right-wing intelligence operatives and the 
hard-core far right. 

Searchlight intends to make life uncomfort- 
able for this well heeled extremist during his 
stay here. We need more information on him 
and the other people mentioned in this series. 
As always, Searchlight will be happy to hear 
from people who have been their victims or 
intended victims in the past or those inside 
the right who believe they have something of 
value to tell us. Let there be no hiding place 
for white supremacist terrorists.

Griffin hones his 


hardline image 


he British National Party’s 
Tiverton cum headquarters 

finally closed its doors for the 
last time amid comical mismanage- 
ment by senior party officials. At the 
same time the ever ambitious and 
manipulative fiihrer-in-waiting, Nick 
Griffin, has been trying to capitalise 
on the misfortunes of both John 
Tyndall, the BNP’s leader, and Charlie 
Sargent, street boss of the nazi terror 
group Combat 18, by staking his own 
claim to gain control of the far right. 


The permanent closure of the bookshop 
(predicted in last month’s Searchlight) 
represents a victory for anti-fascists, who 
campaigned to have it shut down, and is a 
severe blow to the morale and _ practical 
organisation of the BNP. Searchlight’s 
contribution to the inquiry by Bexley Council 
and the Department of the Environment 
helped them take the necessary action to 
stop the BNP using the building as a 
headquarters. 

Richard Edmonds, the party officer who 
owns the building, will remain in the premis- 
es but it will no longer be used as a national 
headquarters. The BNP’s book service has 
become solely a mail order service, while the 
party’s national contact point is a mobile 
phone. Even the nazis themselves admit that 
these new arrangements have caused them 
serious administrative and organisational 
difficulties. 

The BNP’s problems were compounded 
recently after the leadership ordered that all 
copies of the July edition of the BNP’s 
monthly newspaper, British Nationalist, be 
withdrawn from circulation and_ stocks 
destroyed. The BNP leaders were concerned 
about a racist cartoon, which showed British 
soldiers smiling over the bodies of black 


tribesman. Searchlight has obtained a copy of 
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the offending edition and passed it to the 
appropriate authorities. 

The nefarious activities of the British 
National Socialist Party have also embar- 
rassed the BNP leadership. Following the 
BNSP’s mailing to BNP members, Tyndall 
has been forced to admit, in the July issue of 
Spearhead, that the BNP membership lists

were stolen in the raid on Alf Waite’s home 
last year. Ordinary BNP members are furious 
that Tyndall deliberately withheld _ this 


information from them and repeatedly lied 
that the stolen computers contained no sensi- 
tive information. 

Despite these blunders the BNP has contin- 
ued with its efforts to choose 50 candidates

The BNP has organised a series of regional 
meetings to launch its election campaign. 
Tyndall spoke at a meeting in Bristol 
arranged by Bruce Cowd, the local organiser, 
but it is Nick Griffin who has been most busy 
trying to raise his profile by speaking at a 
number of meetings across the country. 

Griffin was active leafleting with John 
Peacock in Coventry in July and was the 
main speaker at a very poorly attended meet- 
ing in Scotland. In Rossendale, Lancashire, 
Griffin spoke at a closed meeting with an 
audience of around 25 northwest activists. A 
Searchlight surveillance team followed the 
nazis to the venue and photographed them. At 
the meeting Griffin declared that the BNP had 
“three enemies: communists, capitalists and 
the Jews”. Griffin is hoping to boost his hard- 
line credentials with the BNP’s activists and 
trying to overcome the dismal embarrassment 
of last year’s meeting in Leeds, when his nazi 
colleagues from Croydon were attacked 
although Griffin was unhurt. 

Griffin has been living in a remote farm- 
house in Llanerfyl, near Welshpool in Powys, 
with his wife and four children, and working 
for the Forestry Commission. The location of 
Griffin’s hideaway was made public in an 
excellent front page story in Wales on Sunday 
on 11 August. The article revealed Griffin’s 
long history of involvement in the far right 
and exposed the violent barbarity of his nazi 
beliefs. Griffin said he would outlaw mixed- 
race relationships and repatriate all black peo- 
ple from Britain. He also called for the execu- 
tion of “the politicians, those in charge of the 
media, police chiefs and others responsible 
for creating this multi-racial hell hole”. The 
article has prompted the Welsh Liberal 
Democrat leader, Alex Carlisle MP, to call on 
the police to investigate Griffin’s activities. 

The police could begin by examining the 
latest copy of The Rune, which Griffin edits. 
The magazine features a picture of a noose on 
the front cover and declares inside that 
“UNITED — forming a ‘political rope’, which 
in turn will form part of a world-wide white 
nationalist network — WE CAN WIN! ... And 
then, when payback time comes we can put 
the actual ROPE to CAPITAL WORK!” The 
Rune also devotes space to the thoughts of the 
US nazi guru William Pierce and to former 
members of the American nazi terrorist 
group, The Order. 

Griffin is still harping on about “Nationalist 
Unity”, but this does not stop him launching 
into vitriolic attacks on other fascist groups 
from the English Nationalist Movement to 
C18 and its political wing, the National 
Socialist Alliance (NSA). Griffin states that 
the nazi music organisation, Blood and 
Honour, “has been disrupted by C18’s 
attempts to monopolise this now lucrative 
industry”. He is also exultant that “the col- 
lapse of the ill-conceived and highly sectarian 
NSA operation has been a great boost to grass 
roots unity”.

We apologise to the C18 
thugs in the photo for any embarrassment our error might have caused them 


Combat 18 targets gigs 


s the world becomes a smaller 

place for the thugs of the nazi 

terror group, Combat 18, they 
continue to turn their attention 
inwards, with actions against their 
own and attacks on gigs organised by 
people they have decided they do not 
like. 


The Business, a band of several years’ 
standing, who have enjoyed a following right 
across the political spectrum, have been in the 
nazis’ bad books since they decided to 
announce publicly that they did not want sup- 
port from nazis. The band, who play in 
Britain, Europe and North America, suddenly 
ran into trouble from various nazi outfits. An 
attempt by the US Hammerskins to attack 
them during a US tour was foiled by a strong 
team of stewards. 

They were less lucky when they played the 
Splash Club at the Water Rats pub in Kings 
Cross, London, in July. A gang of C18 thugs 
supported by a bunch of ignorant cannon fod- 
der from the nazis’ so-called “Essex White 
Homeland”, who had been bussed in for the 
occasion, attacked the gig leaving nine people 
needing hospital treatment, thousands of 
pounds worth of damage to the room and 
musical instruments, and damage to cars 
belonging to black members of the audience 
outside the pub after the nazis pursued them 
into the street. 

Despite a slow build-up to the trouble in 
the pub, during which at least two men 
already on bail twice were seen setting up the 
attack and then taking part in it, the police did 
not arrive until after the damage had been 
done. Shouts of “Sieg Heil” and “Chelsea, 
Chelsea” went up as the team of nearly 60 
nazis went wild. 

The mainly young audience showed a lot of 
courage in fighting back and it took the nazis 
some time to drive them out of the room 
through a fire exit. Charlie Sargent, C18’s 
street leader, was not supposed to get 
involved but the violent little fat nazi could 
not resist, likewise his psychotic nazi mate, 
Wilf Browning. What type of bail conditions 


allows these two thugs to run amok, under 
this government’s get tough with crime 
policy? 

Running with them was Steve O’Connell, 
who spends his time working with the British 
National Party and other key C18 thugs. 

Searchlight would like any information that 
readers in Essex may have concerning the 
identity of “Tiggy”, who is said to have 
bussed in at least some of the young Essex 
crew. We would also like confirmation, or 
otherwise, that “Big Gary” was present, 
although he did not take part in the actual 
attack, reportedly preferring to prop up the 
bar while his chums did all the work. 

A week later C18 was intending to hit a gig 
in Camden at which the band Selecta were 
playing. Searchlight’s early warning to anti- 
fascists, the pub and the police caused C18’s 
plans to be thwarted. 

As August arrived, it became clear that C18 
would not be welcome either in Sweden for 
the Rudolf Hess memorial event (see page 
17) or in Diksmuide, Belgium, for the annual 
fascist rally, as Searchlight had already pre- 
dicted. However C18 has used some initiative 
in moving some of its mainland Europe activ- 
ities to the Czech Republic, where there 
exists a growing nazi skinhead scene. Stories 
are circulating that a marriage is on the cards 
between a Briton and a Czech C18 follower. 
This could be why C18’s magazine, The 
Order, is likely to be printed there rather than 
at C18’s usual printer, Anthony Hancock in 
Uckfield, Sussex. 

Some strange approaches appear to have 
been made by C18 and its political wing, the 
National Socialist Alliance, to the small but 
nasty rump of the National Front, now run by 
John McAuley. And sections of C18, includ- 
ing the recently exposed British Ku Klux 
Klan operation in the West Midlands, appear 
to be in the process of cementing another odd 
association, namely with the League of St 
George, Steven Books, its mail order busi- 
ness, and the latter’s main honcho, Keith 
Thompson. 

Plans by the shadowy British National 
Socialist Party, generally believed to be a 


state honey trap, to hold a press conference in 
Essex on 24 August to mark its launch appear 
to have ended in confusion all round. The 
BNP are still expected to urge the police to 
take action over the BNSP’s use of the BNP 
membership list stolen from Alf Waite’s 
home a couple of years ago. 

A recent police raid on the home and office 
of an anti-Jewish propagandist has resulted in 
near panic among his secretive supporters as 
the authorities are understood to have cap- 
tured his mailing lists and a haul of complet- 
ed certificates of posting. Some hundreds of 
British racists, nazis and their secret friends 
are now awaiting the dawn knock on the 
door. 

It remains to be seen whether the officers 
investigating the case will dare to turn up on 
the doorsteps of some of the far-right 
Conservative MPs who have been so helpful 
to this jerk. A cartoonist who works not only 
for him but also for Nick Griffin’s The Rune 
and John Tyndall’s Spearhead is none too 
happy about his name being revealed; well, 
Mike Barnes, if you do not like the heat, you 
should not draw such filth. Incidentally, it is 
surprising how many people who work with 
Griffin end up getting their collars felt. The 
current issue of The Rune expressed support 
for the raided propagandist over a different 
matter in which he is involved. Perhaps he is 
another victim of the virus that appears to 
infect anything Griffin handles. 

At least in Oldham the police are on the 
case. Jason Wilcox and two other C18/BNP 
nazis have recently been charged with crimi- 
nal damage on top of the public order charges 
they already faced. They succeeded in getting 
bail only after a long spell behind bars. No 
sooner had they been released then a fourth 
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Another opportunity for Searchlight

member of their circle, John Hill, was picked 
up and charged with possession of an illegal 
weapon and hate material. 

This is not the only problem facing the 
nazis in the Northwest. Rumour has it that a 
prominent member of the NSA and BNP is in 
serious trouble with the Loyalist paramili- 
taries for having sticky fingers handling 
money he had raised for them, not the best 
choice of people to rip off. 

In Beeston, Nottingham, two local Anti 
Nazi League members were ambushed when 
they arrived to attend a meeting in a local 
pub. Their assailants, about seven adult skin-

heads, chased them into the car park and 
wrecked their car when they jumped into it in 
an attempt to escape. Searchlight would like 
to hear from anyone who has any information 
about the identities of the attackers. 

One local BNP man coming to prominence 
in the nazi music scene in Nottingham, where 
he has strong links with the British National 
Socialist Movement, the extreme nazi group 
not to be confused with the BNSP, is former 
squaddie John Kelvin Richards. He is a prime 
candidate to take over organisation of the 
Blood and Honour bands who have fallen out 
with Charlie Sargent of C18. 


New look fascists plan 21 candidates 


The National Democrats (ND), the revamped 
National Front, have announced plans to 
stand at least 21 candidates in the general 
election. 

The ND has been trying desperately hard to 
present a respectable facade since it ditched 
the NF name last year. The “new look” ND 
has tried to stress its anti European Union 
credentials and play down its fascist history. 
It has been approaching candidates from 
other anti-EU organisations and offering to 

. provide practical and financial support. 

The ND_ has considerable financial 
resources at its disposal, despite chairman Ian 
Anderson’s notoriously deep pockets and 
comfortable lifestyle, as it has been 
bequeathed over £100,000 in recent years. 
Searchlight believes that the change of name 
has fooled some anti-EU independents and 
organisations, who are unaware of the true 
nature of the ND. 

Despite the gloss, the ND’s policies remain 
fairly indistinguishable from those of the old 
NF. The ND still believes in the restoration of 
capital punishment, an end to all immigration 
and the repatriation of black people from 
Britain. The party’s newspaper, The Flag, has 
continued with the same ridiculous and offen- 
sive racist articles. The ND’s propaganda is 
still obsessed with the supposed threat of 
immigration and the European Union. 
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The leader of the ND, Ian “What money?” 
Anderson, who previously led the NF, will be 
standing in the Northern Ireland constituency 
of East Londonderry. The ND’s key activists 
are all former NF stalwarts, such as Andy 
Carmichael, Martin and Tina Wingfield and 
Gary Needs. 


The ND is strongest and most active in the 
Southwest and Midlands, where most of its 
candidates will be standing, but is unable to 
carry out any activity in London because of 
fear of attacks from the British National Party 
and Combat 18. However, the ND has 
annoyed its fascist rivals even further by 
announcing that it will deliberately contest a 
number of constituencies, such as Dagenham 
and London Docklands, where the BNP has 
been active and intends to stand. The BNP is 
furious that Anderson is deliberately trying to 
split the fascist vote and establish the ND as 
the main “nationalist” electoral force. 

The rump of the NF, left after the formation 
of the ND, is also aiming to contest the gener- 
al election and recently launched an appeal 
for funds. The NF now operates from a PO 
box in Hemel Hempstead and is run by John 
McCauley, a long-time activist. 

The NF has established its own newspaper, 
The Flame, edited by McCauley, which is 
more overtly hardline than the ND. The NF is 
still tiny but there has been some activity in 
parts of south London, Birmingham and the 
Home Counties. NF supporters have also 
joined with the BNP recently to leaflet in 
Coventry and against the building of a 
mosque in Merton. Whether this means that 
the NF will not stand in the same constituen- 
cies as the BNP and the ND is unclear. 
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Trade unionists 
action against attacks 


Trade unionists have called for police 
action to stop racist attacks in Bethnal 
Green, east London. A meeting of 50 
Bangladeshi residents at the end of 
June expressed concern at recent 
attacks. 


In one incident, a 60-year-old man on his 
way to morning prayers, suffered a 53cm 
long head wound. In Stepney an Asian man 
was beaten up and his wife’s arm broken by 
neighbours. 

Mick Connolly, secretary of the Southern 
and Eastern Regional TUC, wrote to the 
Metropolitan Police, saying: “The police 
must step up their efforts to apprehend the 
guilty parties as soon as possible to assure the 
Tower Hamlets community that they are 
treating these matters with the urgency they 
deserve.” 

In another incident in east London, a racist 
thug bit a Jewish man in the testicles in a 
street brawl. The fight started after the thug 
shouted racial abuse at the man, whom he 
knew. 

The victim said the thug held him in a 
headlock, bit his finger and then bit him in 
the groin. 


South London 

A thug who racially abused his elderly 
neighbours has been jailed for ignoring a 
court injunction. Michael Kennedy, 53, of 
Camberwell, was jailed for 28 days on 5 
July after abusing his neighbours for over a 
year. 

Kennedy was in breach of an injunction 
taken out by Southwark Council last 
November, ordering him to stop interfering 
with the couple. 

The couple had lived at the address for 17 
years without any trouble. Kennedy moved 
in with his four dogs in May 1995 and put up 
a satellite dish on the front of the couple’s 
flat. 

The woman, aged 65, said: “We advised 
him to get planning permission but we didn’t 
really want the thing there. Then the abuse 
started, with him calling me a ‘f***ing Scots 
whore’ and shouting at me to go back to 
Scotland.” 

Kennedy also shouted “sieg heil” outside 
the house. 

A spokesman for Southwark Council said: 
“Anyone who racially abuses their 
neighbours can expect tough action, including 
imprisonment.” 


Race gang walk free on judge’s order 


Two men accused of taking part in a racist gang attack have been set free as a result 


of an outrageous order by a judge. 


Judge Robert Prendergast ruled that screens used to give witnesses protection 
from revenge attacks would give the prosecution an “unfair advantage”. He directed 
the jury to clear defendants Robert Byrne and Michael Middleton. 

The men were accused of taking part in an attack in Bermondsey, south London, 
in July last year. Five friends were attacked by a 30-strong mob of white youths 


shouting racist abuse. 


Henry Jacobs-Bardouville needed 27 stitches in a face wound, Al Hall was stabbed 
in the chest and Mr Hall’s wife, Janet Delpratt, was sprayed with CS gas. 

Mrs Delpratt said: “It’s so unfair. We had screens at Tower Bridge Magistrates 
Court and I didn’t realise we wouldn’t be allowed them at Crown Court. I just don’t 
feel justice has been done. I feel we’ve been held to ransom over these screens.” 

Her husband said: “The attack was like a nightmare. We felt lucky to get out 
alive. I didn’t know anything about the others signing a request for screens, but I’m 


astonished it could end this way.” 


Police spokesperson Detective Constable Vicki Green commented: “For this case 
to stumble at the final hurdle has disappointed all of us but the final decision had to 


rest with the judge.” 


This case is one in a growing list, reported in past issues of Searchlight, in which 
threats or fears of reprisals against witnesses and people complaining of racist 
harassment have allowed racists to get away with their crimes. 
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North London 
An Asian motorist in Edgware was dragged 
from his car by a gang of white men and 
beaten with an iron bar. He received hospital 
treatment for a head wound and also suffered 
severe bruising to his face and arm. 

The police have decided not to treat it as a 
racist attack on the grounds that the attackers 
did not shout racist abuse. 


Southwest London 

A Rabbi on his way back from synagogue 
was racially abused and beaten by a gang of 
white youths. The attack took place in 
Richmond. 

Rabbi Junik Menachem, 30, was with his 
six-year-old son and a 60-year-old friend 
when he was confronted by a gang of 10 or 
11 teenagers. They threw beer cans at him, 
knocked him to the ground and punched him 
on the head while shouting racist abuse. He 
was not seriously hurt. 


Manchester 

Reported cases of racial harassment and 
attacks in Greater Manchester increased by 
18 per cent last year. A total of 776 incidents 
were reported to the police, local authorities, 
racial equality councils, the probation service 
and law centres. 

Victims in 411 of the incidents were black 
or Asian and in 228 incidents white. Of the 
white victims, eight were Jewish, two Irish, 
nine were from a mixed race family and one 
had a non-white partner. 

Of the offenders, 374 were reported to be 
white and 221 Asian. 

Greater Manchester Police say they are 
committed to getting rid of racially motivated 
crime and harassment. They urged victims to 
report all incidents, no matter how minor they 
might seem. Police community affairs head, 
Chief Inspector Margaret Parker, said a 
MORI poll showed that 81 per cent of people 
in Manchester did not report racial attacks. 


Swansea 

A thug who beat up an Asian on the victim’s 
own doorstep, claimed he did it because he 
did not like the smell of curry. 

Anthony Heale, 21, punched Mr 
Mohammed Shah in the face four times. After 
the attack Mr Shah and his family moved out 
of the house in Townhill, where they had 
lived for 15 years. 

Heale was jailed for a year.

‘Starve out’ clause back in Asylum Bill 


The government has succeeded in 
defeating an attempt by the House of 
Lords to give asylum seekers three 
days’ grace to claim asylum. Refugees 
who do not declare they want to claim 
asylum the moment they arrive in 
Britain will now lose all entitlement to 
benefits. 


The government engineered the defeat of 
the Lords amendment by drafting in Tory 
“backwoodsmen”, hereditary peers who had 
no interest in listening to the arguments. The 
amendment was defeated by 182 votes to 
168. 

Prominent among supporters of the 
amendment were the former Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Lord Runcie, the former chief 
Rabbi, Lord Jakobovits, and one of the 
founders of the Social Democratic Party, 
Baroness Williams of Crosby. 

Others backing the amendment included 
the present Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr 
George Carey, the Catholic Primate Cardinal 
Basil Hume, and Kathleen Richardson, 
Moderator of the Free Churches Federal 
Council. 

The Refugee Council says that most 
refugees apply for asylum within two days of 


arrival. Between 1992 and 1995, one third 
those who applied for asylum after arriving in 
the UK were successful, either obtaining full 
refugee status or being granted “exceptional 
leave to remain”. Their appeals took up to 18 
months to be heard. In future, refugees in this 
situation will have no means of financial 
support. 

Cutting off means of support is already 
having an impact. The introduction of benefit 
curbs on asylum seekers in January has 
resulted in a progressive drop in the number 
of asylum seekers. In May there were 49 per 
cent fewer than in the same month last year. 

The evidence is that most asylum seekers 
are genuine, but facts do not have much 
impact on the government or its supporters in 
sections of the popular press. 

Michael Winner, in his column in the 
News of the World, claimed: “The whole 
asylum business is a farce. A foreigner 
comes to Britain from a country where there 
is no political persecution. They enter on a 
tourist visa, usually, then take work on the 
side. After a while they hand in their 
passport and say ‘We’re seeking asylum’. 
From that moment on they get all our social 
benefits.” 

A survey of local GPs carried out by the 


University of East London found that, of 
1,500 asylum seekers, most had been tortured 
and they were also suffering from 
psychological effects. The study was carried 
out for the Newham Refugee Centre. 

A Nigerian refugee, tortured in prison, was 
refused asylum on entry to Britain. Mr 
Abiodun Igbinidu, 26, was an activist for the 
Campaign for Democracy and _ had 
demonstrated against Nigeria’s brutal military 
regime. 

Mr Igbinidu’s appeal was refused and he 
was held in Campsfield Detention Centre, 
ready for deportation. 

The deportation was delayed after an 
appeal by prison visitor Rev John Searle to 
Douglas Hurd MP. 

A journalist, Bill Bemister, discovered 
evidence supporting Mr Igbinidu’s case and 
this was backed up with a_ medical 
examination by four eminent doctors from 
Oxford. 

Eventually Mr Igbinidu was granted 
“exceptional leave to remain”. Last year all 
the 5,825 Nigerians who sought asylum in 
Britain were turned down.

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Scotland’s 
hellish estates 


Scottish black and Asian families 
living on housing estates have suffered 
hate campaigns sometimes lasting 
several years. The response of the local 
authorities and the police has been to 
ignore the problem or to blame the 
victims. Very few tenants have been 
evicted for racial harassment. 


One victim kept a diary recording nine 
years of violent racist abuse. Taseem Hussein 
(not her real name) moved into a flat in a 
small town in central Scotland with her 
seven-year-old daughter, Nighat, in early 
1987. By early 1988, a pattern of abuse had 
developed, with her neighbours, the Gibsons 
and the Johnstones, referring to her as “that 
wee Paki bitch”. One of the most distressing 
features is that much of the abuse, including 
physical violence, was directed at young 
Nighat. A neighbour’s child was punished for 
playing with Nighat. 

One typical entry from the diary is that for 
14 February 1988: “This time, white paint 
was splattered on my red front door and the 
word ‘Paki’ was sprayed on my window with 
red spray. In between the time the locks got 
glued, white paint and fresh custard was 
splattered on my door. 

“A brick was thrown at my very top living 
room window one Saturday at about 6pm and 
smashed my window. The brick could have 
injured me or my daughter, who usually plays 
by the window as her toys are placed there. 
Fortunately my daughter was not near the 
window that day.” 

In 1991 three neighbours gave the council 
statements confirming the racial abuse. In 
1992 the local race equality council reported 
the abuse and harassment to the council’s 
housing department, with specific details. 

In the summer of 1994, the Johnstones 
held a series of noisy late night parties at 
which guests shouted abuse at Taseem and 
Nighat. The abuse was recorded by housing 
officials but no action was taken. 

In August 1994 the police were called after 
an especially loud and abusive party at the 
Johnstones. The Johnstones and two of their 
friends were charged with breach of the peace 
and racial abuse, but when the cases came to 
court, the verdicts were not proven or not 
guilty. 

Following threats of legal action by 
Taseem and the Commission for Racial 
Equality, the council served eviction notices 
on the Johnstones. Taseem secured an interim 
interdict which forbade the Johnstones and 
two friends from putting Taseem and Nighat 
“into a state of fear and alarm, by using foul, 
abusive, threatening or racist language”. 

By September 1995 Nighat had lost 100 
days of her first year at high school, due to 
migraines and psychosomatic illness caused 
by the abuse. In May 1996, just after her 
14th -birthday, she was kept in hospital 
for a week, suffering from stress related 
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anxiety attacks, chest pains and migraines. 

She said: “I had never experienced 
anything like that in my entire life until I 
went to that town. It affected my life so 
much. It was like ongoing destruction.” 

In a town in northeastern Fife, a young 
black African couple, Sarah and Joseph, have 
suffered two years of abuse. 

Youths shout abuse through the entry 
phone, calling the couple “apes” and 
“niggers” and threatening rape and murder. 
Used condoms and syringes have been left on 
their doorstep and racist graffiti written on 
their car. 

Eventually, when a new chief inspector 
was appointed, the police appeared ready to 
take action. For the couple it is too late and 
they plan to move as soon as possible. 

A group of tower blocks on the north side 
of Glasgow has an especially bad reputation. 
Two Asian families still live there in a state 
of siege. 

Mohammed Zulfiqar, and his wife Miriam, 
who is white, moved out after three years of 
abuse and threats. He was punched to the 
ground while waiting for a lift and had earlier 
been threatened with a pistol. 

In January, Scotland’s councils, housing 
associations, police forces and prosecutors all 
publicly supported a Commission for Racial 
Equality campaign to fight racism in housing. 
However only housing associations have 
done much about it, by making an effort to 
employ black and Asian workers. 

The response of councils has been pathetic, 
in spite of their fine words. Apart from in 
Hilltown and Dundee, and a family of neo- 
nazis in Edinburgh, there have been very few 
evictions for racial harassment. Glasgow, 
with its appalling record, has yet to evict one 
racist tenant. 

Robina Quereshi, director of Positive 
Action in Housing, slammed the local 
authorities. “The persistent failure of councils 
to do anything about these problems is 
forcing people out of the council housing 
sector. Councils across Scotland talk about 
complaints procedures and monitoring of 
racial incidents but these cases keep on 
happening. Whether they rehouse people or 
not they have got to tackle the perpetrators.” 

The police are usually ineffectual and often 
blame the victims. In the case of Taseem 
Hussein, the investigating officers said they 
thought she suffered from paranoia and that 
she had a problem because she believed 
everything bad that happened was racially 
motivated. 

Chris Oswald, director of Fife Racial 
Equality Council, said: “I’m not aware of any 
area where there has been a concerted multi- 
agency approach which actually cracks the 
problem in Scotland.” 

Last year there were 832 recorded racial 
incidents in Scotland, compared to 299 in 
1988. These figures are widely recognised to 
be the tip of the iceberg. 


No compassion 
in visa refusals 


Many would-be visitors are being 
unfairly denied visas to visit Britain, 
according to the government’s own 
watchdog, Dame Elizabeth Anson. 


Dame Elizabeth’s report is based on a 
sample of 1,713 out of more than 65,000 
people refused visas last year. She said that in 
many of the families there was overwhelming 
evidence that the applicant would return home. 

Most of the refusals concerned applicants 
from the Indian subcontinent and West 
Africa, with Sikhs finding it especially hard 
to get entry to Britain. 

She accused those operating the system of 
lacking compassion. “I did see a number of 
compassionate cases, people refused entry to 
visit dying or very ill parents or children, and 
it was not apparent in the interview or the 
refusal that the entry clearance officer had 
considered the compassionate reasons,” she 
reported. 

On 31 May, 78-year-old Darshan Singh 
died in Leicester. His son, Balbir Singh 
Dhillon, 43, applied to get his brother, Mohan 
Singh, a visa for the funeral. The funeral was 
postponed but eventually took place without 
Mohan Singh after officials refused a visa. 

“He did not want to stay here,” said Balbir 
Singh. “He is married and has a child in India 
and just wanted to come to the funeral. My 
sisters were very upset we had to have the 
funeral without him.” 


Race attacks grow as 
nazis target Devon 


A recent series of racist attacks in 
Devon has coincided with attempts by 
the National Democrats (previously 
known as the National Front) to gain a 
foothold in the area. 


A 21-year-old Asian man was kicked 
unconscious by three youths in High Street, 
Dawlish. Police said that comments made to 
the victim made it evident that the attack was 
a “racially motivated assault” and added that 
his injuries could have been greater had a 
neighbour not chased off the assailants. 

The incident follows a vicious attack with a 
hockey stick on a French student in Newton 
Abbot. In nearby Teignmouth, a group of 
Spanish students were subjected to racial 
taunts by local thugs. 

The National Democrats have identified the 
region as a target area. Their Southwest 
branch won an award for efficiency at the 
party’s conference in January and it is 
possible that the party is seeking a new base 
following its poor showing in _ the 
Staffordshire South East by-election in April. 

Their recent advertisement, proclaiming the 
virtues of capital and corporal punishment as 
an instant solution to crime, listed a Devon 
telephone number. Searchlight revealed last 
year that the National Democrats were 
targeting Plymouth, but faced competition 
from both the BNP and the rump of the old 
National Front. 


Bowling out racism 


Searchlight’s Sports 
Correspondent reports on the 


launch of a new campaign 


he issue of racism in cricket has 

been back in the news recently 

following the Imran Khan libel 

case, involving the former England 
cricketers Allen Lamb and Ian Botham. It 
was timely then that the cricketing anti-racist 
campaign, Hit Racism for Six, launched a 
new pamphlet in Leeds on 8 August, the first 
day of the England-Pakistan test match at 
Headingley. 

The campaign was formed last year after 
Wisden Cricket Monthly published Robert 
Henderson’s outrageous article entitled “Is it 
in the blood?”. This bigoted diatribe against 
black and overseas-born England players was 
widely condemned and prompted England’s 
captain Mike Atherton to resign from the 
magazine’s editorial board. According to Ian 
McDonald, one of the Hit Racism for Six 
organisers, the key issue was not the tone of 
Henderson’s article, but the fact that the 
editors of the magazine saw no harm in 
printing it. 

This illustrates cricket’s major problem, 
which is that racist attitudes emanate largely 
from the cricketing establishment rather than 
the average spectator. Mr A Sivanandan, 
director of the Institute of Race Relations, has 
described this as “racism in the pavilion and 
the Long Room, the genteel racism of the 
upper class, laced with hypocrisy”. 

This is not to say that cricketers and fans 
never suffer racist abuse from English 
crowds. Last summer Northamptonshire’s 
Indian spinner, Anil Kumble, suffered verbal 
abuse and had missiles thrown at him as he 
fielded on the Western Terrace boundary at 
Headingley, home of Yorkshire County 
Cricket Club, and there have been other racist 
incidents at Edgbaston in Birmingham and 





elsewhere. Yorkshire 
have taken some pro- 
gressive steps to combat 
racism at Headingley. 
Notices are displayed 
prohibiting racist lan- 
guage inside the ground 
and the same message is 
printed on tickets for 
major matches. 
Yorkshire have also 
been criticised because 
a Yorkshire-born black 
or Asian player has 
never represented the 
county at the top level. 
Mike Atkins, chairman 
of Yorkshire Cricket 
Association’s Ethnic 
Minority Forum, has no 
doubt about the real 
reason. “Racism is the 
major block to the pro- 
gress of black cricketers 
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Race and cricket in England today 











in Yorkshire,” he says. 

“But, after anger, you move on to what can be 
done.” Initiatives such as the Devon Malcolm 
Cricket Centre in Sheffield are aimed at 
providing the coaching and encouragement 
needed for black youngsters to force their 
way into the Yorkshire team. Writer Chris 
Searle, a supporter of the campaign, believes 
that every county, not just Yorkshire, would 
benefit greatly from recognising and 
developing the young talent that exists in the 
new cradle of cricket, the inner cities. 

In Yorkshire, the administration of the 
county’s local leagues, which are the biggest 
and most vibrant in the country, has further 
hindered the progress of black players. Atkins 


described how a long line of excuses barred 
his own Sheffield Caribbean Club from 
entering leagues in the area. Faced with these 
and similar barriers to league cricket in 
Yorkshire, it is easy to see why many young 
black cricketers lose heart and drift out of the 
game. As Atkins explains, “They feel there’s 
no opportunities for them and are deterred 
from thinking about professional cricket”. 

The immediate task of the campaign must 
be to convince cricket’s administrators to 
accept and tackle the problem of racism 
within the sport. Although it may be hard to 
“hit racism for six”, it can surely be knocked 
off in ones and twos. 


Two deaths in custody — no charges 


No police officer is to face prosecution 
over the death in custody of Nigerian 
asylum seeker Shiji Lapite. 


In January an inquest jury ruled that Mr 
Lapite had been unlawfully killed. The 
Crown Prosecution Service agreed to re- 
examine an original decision not to prosecute 
any police officer involved. The CPS has now 
announced that there is “insufficient 
evidence” to bring a case. 

Deborah Coles, of the pressure group 
Inquest, said: “We are not surprised but we are 
disgusted. It is a very disturbing decision.” 

Mr Lapite, 35, was choked to death in a 
neck hold after being arrested on suspicion of 


possessing drugs in London in December 
1994. He suffered 45 separate injuries, 
including a fractured voice box. 

A separate inquest jury has recorded a 
verdict of misadventure in the case of Brian 
Douglas, who died after being beaten on the 
head with one of the new long batons in May 
last year. Police officers claimed that when Mr 
Douglas was stopped as he left a wine bar, he 
pulled out a canister of CS gas from his pocket. 
PC Paul Harrison said that he had shouted to 
Douglas to drop the canister and had then 
struck him twice on the arm with his baton. 

PC Mark Tuffey struck Mr Douglas on the 
upper arm, PC Harrison continued, but the 
blow glanced off and struck Mr Douglas on 


the side of the head. Forensic evidence 
showed that Mr Douglas had a large bruise on 
his head above the right ear. 

An eyewitness, Stafford Soloman, a friend of 
Mr Douglas, said he saw PC Tuffey land two 
hard blows on Mr Douglas’s head with the 24- 
inch baton. The police officers denied striking 
Mr Douglas on the head and PC Tuffey denied 
that he had been “truncheon happy”. 

Mr Douglas became ill in his cell but was 
not taken to hospital for 12 hours. He died 
five days later from “massive” brain damage 
and seven skull fractures. 

Since the two officers directly concerned 
deny striking the fatal blows, police enquiries 
are, presumably, continuing.

Black Scotsman to sue army 


A black Scots soldier is to sue the army for 
destroying his career. Winston Cray, 22, 
from Maryhill, Glasgow, says he was called 
“porridge wog’, and “black jock” by 
fellow soldiers. He was also called ‘‘coon’’, 
“nigger”, and “spade”, and given all the 
routine jobs to do while serving with the 
16th Regiment Royal Artillery in 
Woolwich from 1991. 


He claims senior NCOs took part in the 
abuse, telling him to “go back to your tribe”, 
and saying that he “marched differently from 
the white soldiers”. 

In 1992 his MP, Maria Fyfe, secured his 
transfer to the Royal Marines, where he was 
happy, but he injured his knees and after two 
years was sent back to the 16th Regiment. 


By December 1995, he could not take any 
more abuse and went absent without leave. 
He contacted his solicitor while on the run, 
claiming racial abuse. He was arrested in 
May and has been held in custody awaiting a 
court martial. 

Gunner Clay said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when they sent me back to 16 Regiment in 
Germany. The racial abuse began again both 
from soldiers at my level and from promoted 
ranks. It has ruined my career and I am being 
court martialled.” 

Gunner Clay’s father commented: “Here was 
a young man who had decided on a goal in life 
and was trying to get on with it. But bigotry 
killed it off. I feel really, really, bitter about it.” 

Gunner Clay’s allegations of racial abuse 
were backed up by Joe Edwards, a black 


soldier who had served with him. “There 
were times in Germany when we’ve been 
walking to go to work and we’ve been called 
‘jungle bunnies’ or whatever,” he said. 

Mr Clay’s lawyer, Cameron Fyfe, said: 
“My client has had a promising career cut 
short by the very people who should have 
given him support. As a result of the 
humiliation inflicted on him he now faces a 
court martial and his future looks very 
uncertain.” 

A newspaper article has claimed that there 
is a 10-strong cell of British National Party 
sympathisers in the Argylls, who hold regular 
meetings with civilian BNP members in 
Glasgow. One BNP sympathiser has been 
suspended and interviewed by the Army’s 
special investigations department. 


Cry from the heart 





Many children calling Childline, the national helpline, complain 
of racist abuse. They come from a variety of backgrounds, 
including African, Afro-Caribbean, Asian, Chinese, Jewish, 
Irish and Spanish. Most see themselves as British. 

Mary MacLeod, author of a report on the calls, said: 
“Children suffering racism can find it just as hard to talk about 
it as those suffering abuse or sexual assault because they feel 
shame and despair, which makes it difficult to put their pain 
and distress into words.” 

She pointed out: “The diversity of children ringing Childline 
about the issue shows that racism has the potential to affect all 
children, not only those designated black or ethnic.” 

One girl aged 13 said she had been attacked after school by 
three boys who shouted abuse and then poured petrol over her. 
Another caller was 10-year-old Rita, who told Childline 
counsellors: “They call me Paki and shout ‘You don’t belong in 
this country’.” Another child said: “I hate myself. I hate my 
father because he made me black.” 

Of the 1,600 calls analysed, one in four concerned racist 
bullying at school. In half the cases this had been going on for a 
year. As well as verbal abuse, children had been punched, 
kicked, spat at and beaten up, and had their possessions stolen. 
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Most abusers were other children, but one in eight callers 
said they had suffered prejudice from their parents. A girl said 
she had been beaten by her father for having a boyfriend of a 
different race. The abuse only stopped when her brother 
protected her. 

The report was launched at a joint news conference by 
Childline, Mizz magazine, Crime Concern and the Commission 
for Racial Equality. The four organisations will together work 
to tackle racism against children and to provide support and 
advice. 

Mizz is to distribute copies of the report to its readers. Schools 
and youth clubs will be provided with a 10-point plan on how to 
combat racism. 

Speaking at the news conference, Herman Ouseley, chair of 
the CRE, revealed that he had been the victim of racist attacks. 
“When I was a young child in 1957, night after night after night 
there was another bottle coming through the window. I didn’t 
complain. There was no one to talk to. 

He added: “As a nation we must take action to ensure that 
from discrimination and prejudice and from the fear of racial 
harassment and violence.” e 








espite numerous police bans, 

demonstrations by nazis in 

Germany to commemorate 
their idol, Hitler’s former deputy 
Rudolf Hess, erupted in_ several 
regions, leading to clashes with police, 
preventive detention in some cases and 
mass arrests in others. More than 400 
people are estimated to have been 
arrested throughout the country. 

The most serious manifestation of nazi 
determination to break the now almost rou- 
tine bans outlawing Hess marches was in the 
city of Worms, about 40 miles south of 
Frankfurt. Around 250 nazis, mainly 
mobilised by the Junge Nationaldemokraten, 
bawled fascist slogans and waved nazi flags 
as well as displaying other illegal fascist 
emblems. 

Gathering in front of the city’s historic 
cathedral, they marched through the city cen- 
tre towards a war memorial, where they held 
another rally. Up to that point, police made no 
efforts to prevent the illegal assembly and 
march. Only when the growing number of 
fascists tried to march back to the cathedral 
did the police intervene to encircle them and 
detain around 185. 

Whether the 200 police present were taken 
by surprise or looked the other way as in 
Fulda three years ago is not clear, but the 
event was a clear success for the nazis. They 
had eluded roadblocks and sought to create 
the maximum confusien by applying for 
demonstrations on 17 August in no fewer 
than 24 cities. No application had, however, 
been lodged in Worms. 

That Worms was the main rallying point is 
clear. Earlier in the day, a police spot-check 
on the German-French frontier near 
Saarbriicken turned back a convoy of five 
cars containing 24 nazis from France, The 
Netherlands and Germany and heading for 
Worms. Police also took into custody 60 nazis 
in Hessen, 29 in Baden-Wiirttemberg and 21 
in Bavaria, all heading towards Worms. 

Nazis were busy elsewhere in Germany 
too. In Merseburg, in the eastern state of 
Sachsen-Anhalt, 120 nazis marched, again 
with no attempt by the 30 police on hand to 
hinder them. Nazis also made their presence 
felt on the streets of Wunsiedel, Bavaria, 
where Hess is buried. There, 18 fascists, 
mainly skinheads from Saxony and Nordrhein 
Westfalen, were arrested. 

In Thiiringen 56 nazis were taken into pre- 
ventive detention after police raids found 
weapons, including an axe, flick-knives, 
alarm pistol and baseball bats, as well as large 
quantities of illegal propaganda material, a 
mobile phone, a fax machine and a computer. 

In Mecklenburg-Vorpommern, an undis-

closed number of nazis were held in preven- 
tive custody. Arrests were made at the foot- 
ball stadium in Rostock, where nazis waved 
outlawed Imperial war flags at a match 
between Rostock and Karlsruhe. 

The nazis were hoping for an easier ride in 
Sweden, where they had advertised a march 
and rally in Trollhattan, a small town in cen- 
tral Sweden. In Sweden, the nazis knew they 
could count on the protection of the police for 
their democratic right to rally. 

But if the organisers from the nazi prison- 
ers’ aid group, the Yellow Cross, a front 
organisation for John Christopher Rangne’s 
National Alliance of thugs, had hoped to 
impress the international nazi community, 
they must have been sorely disappointed. 

Heeding the international call to arms sent 
out earlier this summer, a pitiful gathering of 
300 nazis from Sweden and neighbouring 
countries set sail for the march. The 70 or so 
Dutch and German nazis who succeeded in 
getting there were not exactly thrilled and the 
Norwegians failed even to arrive. 

According to the anti-fascist magazine 
Expo, the Norwegians were inexplicably held 
up at the border for several hours, which they 
used to fuel up with beer. The Norwegian bus 
eventually came to a stop in Uddevalla, 60 
kilometres away, when participants were too 
drunk to continue. 

Meanwhile, marchers in Trollhattan 
stomped about in jackboots, ski-caps and 
brown shirts and did a bit of frustrated “‘sieg 
heiling” with British National Party member 
Richard Fawcus taking the lead, as it dawned 
upon them that the planned march through the 
city was banned. Nazis were still, however, 
allowed to meet near the railway station. 

The supposed police plan was to arrest 
immediately any nazi shouting “Sieg Heil’, 


which is defined as incitement of racial hatred 
and therefore theoretically punishable under 
Swedish law. This did not occur, the police 
saying that they had their hands full with 
counter-demonstrators, a more preferable 
option to dealing with the nazis. The demon- 
stration was however taped by police videos, 
and the authorities have said, rather uncon- 
vincingly, that they will attempt to identify 
nazis committing any offence and press 
charges later. 

Following the Trollhattan meeting, Nazis 
were bussed to a former MC bikers’ club 
house, owned by the town of Gothenburg, for 
a skinhead gig, where the Swedish bands 
Svastika and Germania played. Also appear- 
ing was Paul Burnley with his latest version 
of the band No Remorse. Three nazis were 
arrested for shouting “Sieg Heil’ during the 
concert. 

The nazis know they have little to fear from 
public consternation and official hand-wring- 
ing. They can almost rest assured that 
counter-demonstrators will inevitably focus 
on fighting the police, rather than staging a 
protest that could increase public awareness 
of the nazi menace and gain wider support. 

Fifteen anti-fascists were arrested in 
Trollhattan, four of whom will be charged 
with various offences, following clashes with 
the police. The media had a field day expos- 
ing the discovery on a Danish bus of a bag 
containing a dozen so-called “pipe-bombs”, 
with undisclosed “substances” packed in a 
plastic container, and the arrest of two others, 
one a Briton called David Athur Thomas, 34, 
with a similar device. The media described 
them as anti-fascists, but at the time 
Searchlight went to press there were indica- 
tions that they were actually nazis.

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Nordland joins international nazi civil war 


The flagship of Sweden’s nazi magazines, 
Nordland, has now firmly jumped on the anti- 
Charlie Sargent bandwagon, calling for a full- 
scale boycott of the “English sect Combat 18, 
their record company ISD Records and all 
their outlets”. The latest issue of Nordland 
carries a three-page article by none other than 
George Eric Hawthorne, publisher of the US 
nazi bonehead magazine, Resistance. 
Detailing the nature of the dispute, 
Hawthorne concludes that “Blood means 
nothing without Honour”. 

The rift between Combat 18 and most of 
the rest of the nazi skinhead movement is 
obviously far deeper and more serious then 
the usual bouts of sectarian squabbling 
between bruised nazi egos. The Nordland 
article condemns Combat 18 outright as 
“Hollywood Nazis” and “traitors” to the ideo- 
logical outlook shaped by the late skinhead 
nazi leader Ian Stuart Donaldson. “They have 
exposed themselves as enemies of the White 
Power movement” and “enemies of the White 
Race”, Hawthorne writes venomously, con- 
cluding that Sargent’s heroes “have caused 
the English movement more damage than any 
anti-racists ever have”. The damage referred 
to is C18’s continuous threats of physical vio- 
lence and actual assaults on dissident skin- 
head nazis. 

The anti-C18 rebellion is now spreading 
like a prairie fire, led forcefully by a score of 
nazi key activists and skinhead bands in 
Scandinavia and Europe. They include 
Division S, Svastika, Heysel, Squadron, 
English Rose, British Hammerskins, Paul 
Burnley’s No Remorse, Dirlewanger and 
Brutal Attack. 

The number of reported crimes involving 
skinheads is markedly decreasing, a 
Gothenburg police study revealed recently. 
Figures for the second quarter of this year 
show that as many as three per cent of all 
reported crimes have racist motives, but that 
very few are carried out by skinheads.

Television news reports focused on dramat- 
ic pictures of stones hurled at a police horse, 
which eventually stumbled and fell, and on a 
female anti-fascist who took a swing with a 
pole against the police officer trying to calm 
the horse. They avoided paying attention to 
the assembled nazi scum and posing ques- 
tions about their protection by 400 police 
through violent action, including charges on 
horseback, against anti-fascists, which only 
provoked counter-violence. Above all the 
media chose to forget, or at least not to criti- 
cise, the disgraceful fact that the nazi event 
was legally permitted but the anti-fascist 
protest banned. 

Sweden’s Justice Minister, Laila Freivalds, 
was in Trollhattan to join the protest against 
what she called “anti-democratic forces”. She 
must have been shocked to witness the vio- 
lent and provocative actions of police in riot 
gear (which she possibly ordered) and the 
incredible attitude of the media, which paint- 
ed the scene as if nazis and anti-fascists were 
two sides of the same coin.

Skinhead crime has dropped steadily in the 
past year. 

Police intelligence suggests several inter- 
pretations of the statistics. A turning point 
seems to have been the murder of 14-year-old 
John Hron, who was brutally tortured to death 
by four skinheads at a camp site near 
Gothenburg in August last year. The Hron 
killing caused a public outcry and an 
avalanche of condemnation against skinheads 
in Sweden. This negative publicity has made 
it increasingly difficult for hard-core nazi 
skinheads to attract young recruits, and the 
fascination with skinhead fashion and 
attributes of recent years seems to have 
waned. 

Overall figures of racially motivated crimes 
continue to increase. The police report sug- 
gests this is partly because nazis and racists 
are no longer eager to mark their political 
affiliation by shaving their heads and donning 
Doc Martens. As a result, nazis now appear 
indistinguishable from ordinary youth and 
their racially motivated crimes disappear into 
the overall statistics. 

Meanwhile, Gothenburg’s leading nazi, 
Donald Hansson, continues to run into prob- 
lems. Hansson gained international infamy 
for organising nazi death and hit lists in coop- 


eration with International Redwatch and . 


Combat 18, as well as masterminding nazi 
rallies and leading south Sweden’s fascist 
boot boys on international nazi junkets. 

When the former leading VAM soldier 
John Christopher Rangne was released from 
prison last year and began building his 
National Alliance, Hansson was not flexible 
enough immediately to step into line. As a 
result, Rangne’s mob walked all over him, 
undermining his authority. 

Then Hansson bungled the publication of 
an anonymous “death list’, comprising sever- 
al hundred names with (often inaccurate) 


addresses and other data on anti-racists. The 
fact that he was the publisher was leaked by 
competing nazis. Confronted with the allega- 
tions, Hansson admitted responsibility to a 
journalist taping the interview. 

Well, even worse can happen, as Hansson 
was to learn. After deciding to lie low for a 
while, he was confronted by a 46-year-old 
Stockholm criminal, convicted of numerous 
violent crimes over the past 20 years. It 
turned out that members of the criminal’s 
family had been included in Hansson’s list. 
The man promptly responded by issuing a 
serious death threat to Hansson, followed by 
graphic descriptions of which bones in 
Hansson’s body would be broken. 

Hansson, it is reported, has now left his 
apartment and taken up residence at an 
unnamed location. A bunker, dare we guess? 


Info-14 investigation 


Police have determined that the Nazi Info-14 
Bulletin is a printed magazine (as opposed to 
a copied magazine). Under Swedish law a 
printed magazine enjoys the protection of the 
constitution, which means that administration 
of legal action over the magazine is the 
province of the Justice Chancellor. The 
Justice Chancellor has now decided upon a 
criminal investigation of Info-14. 

The bulletin, published by Rangne’s 
National Alliance, spearheaded this spring’s 
violent campaign against Sweden’s anti-fas- 
cist journal Expo. Articles in Info-14 have 
also encouraged acts of sabotage and violent 
attacks on opponents and their property. 

Taking this advice, nazis have apparently 
gone on the rampage in at least two towns, 
Ludvika and Borlainge in central Sweden, 
where branches of the Left Party, Sweden’s 
reformed Communist Party, have been sub- 
jected to a series of arsons and fire bomb 
attacks in the past three months. On several 
occasions swastikas and nazi graffiti have 
been the only indication of the culprits. 

Local police have been unable to make any 
arrests, but a Security Police source says the 
cases have a very high priority and that local 
nazis are now under investigation.

Nazi mystery man 
dies 


Adolf von Thadden, the former German nazi 
leader, has died, aged 75, in Bad Oeynhausen. 
Von Thadden, who as a young man belonged 
to Hitler’s NSDAP, was a key figure in the 
nazi revival of the mid to late 1960s in 
Germany, when he led the 
Nationaldemokratische Partei Deutschlands 
(NPD), which won a number of seats in 
German regional parliaments. 

However, von Thadden’s role in the NPD 
was the peak of his political career, which 
declined in parallel with the party’s own 
demise, principally as the result of massive 
anti-fascist activity. 

From 1949 to 1953, von Thadden sat as a 


Priebke and Hass face extradition to Germany 


ollowing the controversial release of 
Pm: SS captain Erich Priebke in 

Rome on | August, the German author- 
ities announced that they would seek the 
extradition from Italy not only of Priebke 
himself but also of Karl Hass, his alleged 
accomplice in the 1944 Ardeatine Caves mas- 
sacre of 335 civilian hostages. 

Priebke, 83, was found guilty by the mili- 
tary tribunal that tried him but, almost incred- 
ibly, his proposed sentence was suspended. 
He was freed pending a 90-day period to 
allow a prosecution appeal. His release 
sparked off an immediate uproar in which 
members of the Italian government supported 
calls by Rome’s city council and Jewish com- 
munity for demonstrations to protest at the 
tribunal’s decision. 

After the ruling giving Priebke his freedom 
became known, the tribunal building was 
besieged and stormed by more than 500 
angry protesters, who prevented Priebke and 
his judges from leaving the courtroom for 
more than eight hours. 

Registering its opposition to the perverse 
judgment, the left-wing city council ordered 
that all lighting at the city’s numerous monu- 
ments and historic buildings should be turned 
off. 

Especially creditable were the actions of 
deputy Prime Minister Veltroni, who 
announced that the Italian people should 
never recognise the tribunal’s decision, and of 
Justice Minister Flick, who denounced the 
military court, joined the demonstrators and 
declared that he would issue an arrest warrant 
for Priebke and demand a new trial. Priebke 
was therefore immediately rearrested and 
faces either a new trial by a civil court or 
extradition to Germany. 

Hass, a former major in the SS, had tried to 
escape by jumping from a window, breaking 
his hip in the fall. In evidence taken at his 
hospital bedside, he admitted taking part in 
the Ardeatine Caves massacre, leaving him- 
self open to immediate prosecution. 

Commenting on the decision to demand the 
extradition of Priebke and Hass, Karl 
Schacht, the senior prosecutor at the 
Dortmund department responsible for investi- 
gation of Nazi crimes, said: “We sought an 
arrest warrant and the extradition of Hass as

he, to our surprise, gave evidence at the 
Priebke trial”. Schacht further stated that the 
84-year-old Hass had been believed dead 
until his appearance in Rome. 

Hass’s sudden emergence has made the sit- 
uation even more complicated, as it has now 
been revealed that the man listed as “missing

" member of the West German national parlia- 
ment, the Bundestag, representing the fascist 
Deutsche Reichspartei (DRP), an early post- 
war political front for former Nazis, SS men 
and ultra-rightist Wehrmacht soldiers. 

After losing his Bundestag seat, von 
Thadden was elected to the regional parlia- 
ment in Lower Saxony, where he represented 
the DRP from 1955 to 1959. After the forma- 
tion of the NPD in 1964, he returned to same 
regional assembly as an NPD member from 
1967 to 1971. 

Although he left the NPD in 1975, he did 
not renounce his past or cease his activities 
and continued his association with nazism by 
continuing to play a significant role as a writ- 
er and co-publisher of the nazi journal Nation 
und Europa. In his last years he lived in the 
Canary Islands because of failing health. 


A security expert writes: For many 
observers of the European far right von 
Thadden was an enigma. His sister had been 
executed by the Nazis for her part in the 
wartime German student resistance group, the 
White Rose, based in Munich. Many won- 
dered what kind of man could join his sister’s 
killers. 

Well, according to retired senior British 
intelligence officers Von Thadden was a trust- 
ed and valuable operative for them for the 
best part of his career in the postwar extreme 
right in Germany. How much their use of him 
against the nazis waned as the Cold War esca- 
lated is a matter of speculation. One day 
when the files covering those years are 
opened, people may come to view one of 
Germany’s most infamous postwar nazis in a 
different light. 


in action” by the Allies in 
1945 has all along been liv- 
ing untouched in Rome. It is 
now known that Hass, 
whose death notice was sent 
to Berlin on 30 June 1947 
and whose death was “certi- 
fied” in Germany in 1953, 
had his death certificate 
annulled 12 years later after 
he informed the German 
authorities that he was alive, 
in pursuit of a claim for a 
war pension. 

With almost unbelievable 
inefficiency, the Berlin 
bureaucrats responsible for 
satiny with Hass — already a suspected war 
criminal — simply filed the information, leav- 
ing the Dortmund prosecutors with the 
impression that Hass really was dead. 

At the same time that the German extradi- 
tion request became public, the Italian prose- 
cution authorities announced that they had 
opened an investigation into two other sus- 
pected Nazi war criminals, both living in 
Germany. Karl Titho and Hans Haage, both 
former SS officers, are accused of supervising 
the deportation of more than 6,000 people, 
mainly Jews, to Nazi death camps. 

Like Priebke, however, they are being 
investigated not by the civil authorities but by 
the Italian military. Beniamino Andreatta, the 
Italian Defence Minister, declared on 10 
August: “Prosecutors in the northern towns of 
La Spezia and Verona have placed Karl 
Titho and Hans Haage under investigation 
for violence and homicide against civilians 
and repeated violence against prisoners of 
war”, 

Titho, who lives in Horn-Bad Meinberg in 
western Germany, and Haage, who reportedly 
lives in Bavaria, are in particular accused of 
rounding up 70 men, including Italian army 
officers, partisans and US special services 
agents, and shooting them in groups of 25. 
Their murderous actions were a reprisal for 
the killing of seven Nazis by partisans in 
Genoa. 

Although there was an earlier investigation 
— “temporarily shelved” in 1960 — neither of 
them was ever charged. Their case has now 
been reopened as a direct result of the exami- 
nation of thousand of files in connection with 
the Priebke case. 

Needless to say, the publicity surrounding 
the crimes of fascism brought to light 
by the Priebke case has been somewhat 
embarrassing for some of Italy’s latter-day 
fascists. For example, some documents have 
been found apparently connecting Hass with 
the fascist-infested postwar NATO “Gladio” 
structure. 

The Italian national fascists of Gianfranco 
Fini’s Alleanza Nazionale have rather shame- 
facedly criticised the decision of the military 
tribunal, while the more nazi-inclined fascists 
of the outlawed Movimento Politico have 
leapt to the defence of the accused former SS 
men and run a poster campaign in defence of 
Priebke.

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The ugly side of success 
Czech football in Euro 96 


The success of the national football team in 
reaching the final’ of the 1996 European 
Championship came as a big surprise to most 
people in the Czech Republic. Thousands of 
people took part in celebrations following the 
Czech victory over France in the semi-final 
on 26 June. In Prague around 10,000 football 
fans gathered in the city centre and because 
of the mood of celebration, there were no 
incidents of violence, fighting or rioting. 
Even though many known, violent hooligans 
were on the streets, they limited their activi- 
ties to drinking and shouting. 

The situation changed dramatically after 
Germany defeated the Czech team in the final 
on 30 June. While most football fans, who 
were watching the game live on large televi- 
sion screens installed in town and city 
squares, went home quickly without causing 
any trouble, the hooligans stayed on the 
streets. Disappointed and drunk hooligans in 
Prague demolished German cars and attacked 
German tourists. They also attacked a Dutch 
cafe, where Germans were sitting, and threw 
paving stones, iron poles, bottles and dust- 
bins. Police in Prague reported 11 smashed 
shop windows, six damaged cars and the 
arrest of 15 people on suspicion of violence. 
In the Czech Republic’s second city, Brno, 
over 100 hooligans who had congregated in 
the city centre shouted nationalist and anti- 
German slogans, smashed bottles and threw 
small explosives. In Ostrava hooligans 
assaulted German drivers in the streets. 

The television evening news programme 


showed a gang of hooligans stopping a tram 
and viciously kicking and punching the driv- 
er. It was clear from the footage that a city 
police car and policemen were near the scene 
of the attack but did not try to intervene to 
protect the victim. Journalists later discovered 
that plain clothes officers as well as the city 
police were in the vicinity. The spokesman 
for the city police in Brno, Vit Cvrcek, 
claimed that the decision by the police not to 
intervene was correct because the fans were 
very aggressive and intervention could have 
caused large-scale riots. 

After the police were sternly criticised in a 
number of newspapers the Minister of 
Interior, Jan Ruml, said that police had not 
performed their duty properly in this case and 
that the incident was being investigated with 
a view to prosecution. Czech anti-fascists 
from Brno have pointed out that many offi- 
cers within the city police force sympathise 
with the skinhead movement. In addition, 
many skins try to get jobs with private securi- 
ty forces or the city police and selection pro- 
cedures are not sufficiently tight at present 
always to keep them out. 

Violence does not occur often at Czech 
football stadiums. However, within the hard 
core of football hooligans are a number of 
racist skinheads. Their violence is more often 
directed at ethnic minorities and foreigners 
than at supporters of rival teams. The hooli- 
gan fans of three first division teams from 
Prague (Sparta Prague, Slavia Prague and 
Viktoria Zizkov) are the most aggressive. In 
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Czech skinzine 


March 1992 these hooligans joined with fas- 
cist skinheads and attacked an anti-fascist 
demonstration in Wenceslas Square in 
Prague. 

Boby Brno is another club whose fans are 
known to have links to the fascist skinhead 
“Hammer Skins” organisation. Further evi- 
dence of links between fascists and football 
hooligans has been seen at recent matches of 
the first division team Uherske Hradiste, 
where fans have been displaying the three- 
legged swastika banner, symbol of the racist 
South African party, the AWB.

Austrian nazis investigated for cemetery desecration 


Two Austrian nazis have come under police 
investigation for the desecration of a Jewish 
cemetery in October 1992 in Eisenstadt. The 
desecrators, who called themselves the 
“Racial-socialist Aryan Resistance”, sprayed 
more than 80 gravestones with slogans 
including “Victory to Haider”, “Foreigners 
out” and “Many forget Hitler”. They also left 
leaflets sending greetings to Jorg Haider, the 
Austrian Freedom Movement leader. 

Police were unable to find any clues about 
the perpetrators of the desecration until 
January 1994, Haider’s FPO, forerunner of 
the Freedom Movement, had pointed at the 
left. Walter Meischberger, the FPO general 
secretary, had accused what he styled 
“extreme-left provocateurs” and Haider had 
claimed that the perpetrators belonged to “the 
leftist chaos-makers scene”. 

The two men whom the police finally 
arrested in spring 1994 were not leftists. They 
were Walter Kohler, a former activist in 
Gottfried Kiissel’s terror gang, the Volkstreue 
Ausserparlamentarischische Opposition 
(VAPO), and another nazi who was already in 
prison charged with other offences. 

Kohler’s position was uncomfortable to say 
the least. He had already been the target of a 
smear campaign inside nazi circles, because 
he had given press interviews in which he had 
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distanced himself from his former comrades. 
Because of this, the nazis regarded him as a 
traitor. The nazis accused him of being a 
“leftist prison informer” after he was reported 
to have offered both the press and the Greens 
in Vienna photographs showing himself with 
a pistol and with Haider. 

Kohler was found not to have been 
involved in the cemetery attack and was 
released, in March 1995, with all suspicions 
against him dropped. 

Police attention turned instead towards two 
active nazis, Christian Anderle and Wolfgang 
Tomsitz. Their names had cropped up in the 
investigation into the waves of letter bomb- 
ings that have plagued Austria since winter 
1993. 

Although, when first questioned, Tomsitz 
confessed that he had taken part in the dese- 
cration “out of youthful over-enthusiasm”, he 
strenuously denied any right-wing extremist 
motivation. But both Anderle and Tomsitz are 
up to their necks in militant Austrian fascism. 
Both have had close links with Franz Radl, 
who was recently acquitted of involvement in 
the letter bombings. Anderle’s name figures 
in a membership list of the hardline nazi 
Nationalistische Front, which was outlawed 
in neighbouring Germany in 1993. 

Anderle has also been well known in FPO 


circles in recent years. His gymnastics teach- 
er, the current chief executive of Haider’s 
Freedom Movement, Karl Schweitzer, made 
extensive efforts to recruit Anderle with the 
aim of building up a branch of Haider’s youth 
organisation, the Circle of Free Youth. 

Tomsitz and Anderle are also being investi- 
gated in connection with the nazi pamphlet 
Albus. They are alleged to have published this 
four-page hate sheet, which first appeared 
soon after the beginning of the nazi letter- 
bomb campaign in December 1993. In that 
edition, readers were urged by the publishers, 
who used the name “A Group from the White 
Resistance”, to carry out military resistance 
and were also given tips on how to make fire- 
bombs.

Against Racism are making an interna- 

tional call for people to join them in a 
week of anti-racist activities. The Paul 
Robeson Week for Racial and_ Ethnic 
Harmony, from 19 to 26 October, is intended 
to bring together activists and educate a new 
generation about the legacy of one of the 
most inspiring and gifted artists and activists 
of this century. 

Paul Robeson excelled as an athlete, actor, 
singer, academic and political activist. Best 
known for songs such as Old Man River, and 
as a Shakespearean actor in Othello, he was 
insistent that his international fame should 
not lead people to believe that black 
Americans did not face severe racial 
discrimination. 

Born in 1898, the son of a preacher who 
had escaped from slavery, Robeson became 
deeply politicised by his experiences when he 
lived and worked in England in the 1930s. In 
an interview in On Guard in 1949, the news- 
paper of the British anti-fascist organisation, 
the 43 Group, he explained: “I was in Spain 
during the civil war, and I saw the growth of 
fascism in France. I was in Dachau and other 
camps, and I saw the ashes ...” It was wit- 
nessing the rise of fascism in Europe that 
led him to become a tireless campaigner 
against racism, antisemitism, fascism and 
imperialism. 

His political views and activities caused 
him serious problems after the Second World 
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DCSCAR asks organisations to hold 
anti-racist meetings and activities dur- 
ing 19-26 October 1996 invoking Paul 
Robeson’s name.

War, when the United States became gripped 
by hysterical anti-communism. Events sur- 
rounding an open air Robeson concert in 
Peekskill, just outside New York, in 1949, 
came to symbolise the rise of American fas- 
cism. Jeering crowds of “anti-communists” 
screamed “lynch Robeson” and “dirty kike” 
as they pulled concert-goers from their cars 
and beat them. The concert, in aid of the 
Harlem chapter of the Civil Rights Congress, 
had to be abandoned, but not until the stage 
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had been smashed, a cross had been lit and a 
dozen Robeson supporters put in hospital. 

Determined that fascist mob violence 
would not be allowed to have the last word, 
Robeson and his supporters returned to 
Peekskill the following week in order to hold 
their concert. While 20,000 turned out for the 
concert, 8,000 supporters of the “Associated 
Veterans’ Group” yelled antisemitic and racist 
abuse at the arriving crowds. As they entered 
the venue they were taunted with “you'll get 
in but you won’t get out”. The concert went 
ahead, Robeson surrounded by bodyguards 
from the trade unions. An uneasy truce held 
between them and two snipers who had been 
spotted in the hills overlooking the site. 

To get Robeson out of the site required a 
convoy of cars, their windows covered and 
Robeson himself lying on the floor while two 
trade unionists protected him with their 
bodies. The police joined in attacking 
concert-goers’ vehicles with their clubs as 
they left Peekskill. Dozens of buses and cars 
had their windows smashed and were over- 
turned and 150 people required hospital 
treatment. 

Peekskill was followed by years of perse- 
cution of Robeson by the United States gov- 
ernment, which included having his passport 
revoked for eight years. He was unable to 
leave the country and his plight caused inter- 
national protest. On receiving his passport 
back in 1958 he returned to England. He was 
described as “euphoric” at the reception he 
received on his arrival. 

Searchlight interviewed Maurice Essex, 
who was the organiser of a reception held at 
the Empress Club in London’s West End on 
the day of Robeson’s arrival. He recalls that 
hundreds of people came to say hello and 
meet him. His face lights up as he remembers 
that day. “When you met him you were in a 
presence. He was a great man, there’s no 
doubt about it. He had great charisma. If you 
walked into a room you knew he was there. 
He was much loved and he was crucified. He 
could have really got high places if it wasn’t 
for his integrity and his feeling of the need to 
fight against racism.” 

Maurice Essex says that he cannot overem- 
phasise how warmly received Robeson was in 
Britain. “After the reception I took Paul and 
his wife home to a flat in Maida Vale, which 
was about two or three miles away. I lived at 
that time in Portland Place, so I asked the taxi 
man after I dropped them to take me home, 
and he did. So I said ‘how much do I owe 
you?’ and he said some trivial amount. I said 
‘that can’t be right’, and he said ‘I’m not 
charging you for Mr Robeson’.” 

In later years, unbowed and unbroken, 
Robeson gained respect and recognition with- 
in the United States as a freedom fighter, 
which had long been the case internationally. 
Until his death in 1976 he continued to insist 
that racism against black people worked hand 
in hand with antisemitism. Dedicated to black 
self-determination within the United States 
and the colonial powers, he fought tirelessly 
to aid national liberation movements in 
Africa.

Immigrants a threat 


In a confidential document issued to its 8,600 
reserve officers, the High Command of the 
Belgian armed forces has claimed that the 
country’s immigrant population is a “new 
potential enemy” if there were a military con- 
flict. The document states: “A number of 
immigrant communities are established in the 
large cities ... if these groups of people were 
to come clearly into disagreement with 
Belgian policy, they could set in motion 
actions aimed at opposing this policy or at 
making known their discontent ...” 

According to the armed forces, the “actual 
threat” is not only a danger in wartime but 
also during times of peace, when immigrants 
present “a clandestine threat of a permanent 
character”, supposedly through their ability to 
carry out acts of sabotage or to provoke or 
support terrorism. 

In line with this view, 1,200 reserve offi- 
cers have been asked by the High Command 


to gather information about migrants in their 
military districts, in clear violation of Belgian 
laws on privacy and data protection. 

The highly confidential document was first 
circulated during autumn 1995 but has not 
come ‘into the public domain until recently, 
causing outrage among the general public. 

Senior officers have admitted that the docu- 
ment is racist, but the High Command has 
said it is “only a draft”. However, it has now 
been disclosed that the plan was implemented 
during a military exercise in the Brussels area 
on 27 September last year. Reserve officers 
were given the imaginary scenario: “A terror- 
ist movement is causing unrest in European 
cities The migrant organisations in 
‘Moslavia’ are leading a strong anti-European 
and anti-American campaign.” 

It remains unclear whether the potential 
enemy policy of the Belgian military is in line 
with new NATO policies, now that NATO has 
lost the communist East Bloc as its funda- 
mental reason for existence. 

In a separate development, two Brussels 
city councillors elected as members of the 


fascist Front National were convicted on 15 
July for their behaviour during an oath-taking 
ceremony in January last year. 

Patrick Sessler and Nadine Lemmens made 
inflammatory racist statements at the event. 
Lemmens said that she regretted the presence 
of councillors of foreign origin and referred 
to “North African migrateurs” (a term of 
abuse), before rounding off her outburst with 
a nazi-style salute. 

Sessler was also convicted for writing most 
of Lemmens’s speech. He was given a four- 
month suspended sentence and Lemmens, 
who had expressed regret at her comments, 
was given 200 hours’ community service. 

The judge’s comments were interesting. He 
declared: “The taking of an oath with an out- 
stretched arm is a gesture which constitutes 
an unequivocal reference to the highly sym- 
bolic fascist salute; full of meaning which 
unfailingly evokes the fascist and nazi ideolo- 
gy that led, on the basis of essentially racist 
arguments, to the genocide that Europe expe- 
rienced [during the Second World War]”.

Searchlight pays tribute to two anti-fascist fighters 


The past few weeks have seen the deaths of 
two respected and loved men, Rabbi Hugo 
Gryn and Mickey Fenn. The men came from 
entirely different backgrounds but were unit- 
ed in action and thought by their fight against 
racism and fascism. 

In 1968, in the days after Enoch Powell’s 
disgusting “Rivers of Blood” speech, the fas- 
cists were busy organising among London’s 
dockers and wholesale market workers. Two 
Mosleyites, Pat Duig in the docks and Danny 
Harmston at Smithfield meat market, were 
the prime movers. When a call went out in 
London docks, then still operating, to support 
Powell, it got far less support than the media 
made out. 

There were two reasons for this. The first 
was that there was no natural support for a 
hate campaign among dockers, especially 
when orchestrated by fascists. The second 
reason was that, although many well known 
“left wing activists’ in the docks were 
nowhere to be seen, young Mickey Fenn got 
up on a soap box, in the face of threats of vio- 
lence against him, and denounced any sup- 
port for Powell. 

People often joke about someone being a 
legend in their own lunchtime. In Mickey’s 
case he became just that. His guts and deter- 
mination led him on to be extremely active in 
the battles against the emerging National 
Front and British Movement. Often out of 
step with his comrades in the Socialist 
Workers’ Party, he was a beacon of light to 
all those in the anti-fascist movement who 
believed that words are not always enough. 
Mickey passed away at the early age of 58 
leaving a wife, Denise, and five children and 
the respect of us all.

After fighting as a volunteer in Israel’s war 
of independence, Hugo Gryn worked briefly 
in London and then became a student rabbi in 
Cincinnati. There he befriended Martin 
Luther King, marched with him and spent a 
night in jail with him. Later he served as a 
rabbi in Bombay, where he befriended 
Jawaharlal Nehru. Returning to the USA, he 
became a senior executive for the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, “the 
Joint”, and was instrumental in bringing 
Moroccan and Romanian Jews to Israel. 

Later, as chairman of the European Board 
of the World Union for Progressive Judaism, 
he was indefatigable in helping Jews leave 
the Soviet Union. His work in leading and 
building the Reform Synagogue movement in 
Britain was recognised as brilliant and 
innovative. 

All this had been achieved before he 
became a household name for his thoughtful, 
often angry or touching, contributions to the 
BBC radio programme, The Moral Maze. 

His motivation was drawn from a well of 


bitter experience. Born in Czechoslovakia, he 
had been transported to the nazi death camp 
at Auschwitz along with his whole family. 
Only he and his mother survived, his father 
dying of starvation and typhoid a few days 
after his liberation. 

Hugo used to tell Reform Synagogue edu- 
cational activities for young members about 
how he had gone back to the family home and 
dug up their candlesticks, buried when the 
nazis came. This Menorah became a symbol 
of his survival and his resistance to the fas- 
cism that is again growing. 

I watched with admiration when outside a 
London conference on war crimes he con- 
fronted a bunch of BNP nazis led by the arch 
antisemite Richard Edmonds. Edmonds was 
trying to force delegates to take Holocaust 
denial literature, while a_ solitary police 
woman stood by. Edmonds is nearly 2m tall; 
some of the other nazis were a third of 
Hugo’s age. Hugo went up to him saying, 
“You nazi bastard why don’t you go peddle 
your lying shit elsewhere”. Fear and astonish- 
ment crept into Edmonds’s eyes as he shuf- 
fled his thugs away, while the diminutive 
Hugo, with a look of satisfaction, marched 
into the hall. 

Hugo played a key role in bringing people 
of all faiths together to confront racism and 
other serious issues facing our society. When 
I was wrongly charged of inciting fighting at 
a nazi rally, Hugo was among the first to send 
me £100 towards my defence. He also wrote 
a character reference for me, which I will 
treasure forever, and was ready to come to 
court to speak for me. He was among the first 
to congratulate me when the trial was 
stopped; all with a warmth that will never be 
forgotten by all the Searchlight team. 

Searchlight and its team around the world 
will greatly miss this wise man who died with 
so much still to offer at the age of 66. He left 
his wife Jackie, a son and three daughters.

Homophobia in Britain 


Queer Bashing is the result of the first exten- 
sive survey of lesbians’ and gay men’s expe- 
riences of violence, harassment and verbal 
abuse. As such it provides a detailed and 
often shocking insight into the frequently hid- 
den ordeals of many thousands of people in 
this country. The survey was compiled from 
over 4,200 responses; many hundreds of the 
respondents told their own “story” as well as 
providing data for empirical analysis. 

Few of the first-hand accounts identify 
members of far-right organisations as the 
assailants (with a couple of notable excep- 
tions including one brutal attack thought to be 
perpetrated by BNP supporters, in which a 
young man was left for dead). However, the 
authors draw a number of parallels between 
homophobic attacks and racist attacks. The 
survey demonstrates the organised nature of 
homophobic violence with nearly half the 
attacks carried out by gangs of young men 
and 48 per cent of the incidents taking place 
on the streets or near gay pubs and clubs. The 
book makes it clear that large numbers of les- 












bians and gay men have experienced homo- 
phobic violence and that a climate of fear and 
vigilance has become a way of life for many. 

The survey also contains a disturbing pic- 
ture of “lower-level” harassment with many 
people being driven out of their neighbour- 
hoods or made prisoners within their own 
homes. The survey contains information 
about attitudes to the police and criminal jus- 
tice system and describes an understandable 
reluctance on the part of gay men and les- 
bians to report incidents to the police. This is 
exacerbated by the current legal situation in 
which gay male sex by under 18-year-olds 
remains illegal. 

The survey concludes with a number of 
recommendations especially concerning the 
police force and the education service. The 
police are encouraged to adopt the “Charter 
for Policing Lesbian and Gay Communities” 
which, among other demands, calls for homo- 
phobia to be a monitored motive in hate 
crimes and for hate crimes in general to 
become a policing priority. 

Anti-fascists will be aware that fascists reg- 
ularly vilify lesbians and gay men in their 
propaganda. This survey is packed with infor- 
mation and clearly illustrates the devastating 
effects that hate crimes have on the lives of 
lesbians and gay men. As stated in the intro- 
duction: “The violence and fear to which gay 
people are subject is something which dimin- 
ishes us all.”

The past couple of years have seen the 

TUC taking, a lead i dreaking VeK 
ground in the battle against racism.

We have worked with the trade union 
movement in three main areas. In the 
1960s and 1970s we organised support 
and information for black and Asian 
workers who were often coming up 
against racism from the shop floor as 
well as from employers. Throughout the 
1980s and 1990s we have helped expose 
fascist infiltrators and sometimes offi- 
cials in the trade unions. 

Thirdly we have campaigned alongside 
trade unionists in social security and cus- 
toms offices to expose and drive out 
organised groups of British National 
Party members, and have supported trade 
unionists when they were victimised by 
management for their actions. The cases 
of Laurence Johnson, Cathy Murphy, Jim 
White, Gordon Stridiron, Eric Brand and 
Simon Chadwick are now well known in 
the trade union movement. These fascists 
would still be in place operating to a sin- 
ister plan to cause trouble and dissent 
from within, had it had not been for 
Searchlight’s investigations and exposés 
of them. 

Over the years Searchlight has enjoyed 
the support of trade union leaders, 
including Rodney Bickerstaff, Bill 
Morris, Bob Purkiss, Gavin Laird, Tom 
Jackson and many other trade union offi- 
cers and thousands of members who see 
the magazine through their branches.
